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Slave to the ‘Rhythms’ 

Art is afoot, and words only slow it down

It’s been years now, more than a decade: When I walk into 
a store selling CDs, sooner or later I wander over to a certain 
section, not expecting to find the CD I’m looking for but still 
checking on it. It’s not obsessively ritualistic. It isn’t necessarily 
the first place I’d check, and if I forgot, it was of no concern. 

Vinyl records are both wonderful and can be a bit of a 
pain. When I write, I listen to music. Actually, more cor- 
rectly, I have music playing. Sometimes I listen, but often it 
is there - sometimes as a driving rhythm carrying me through 
the writing, other times as just a needed sound, as I so often 
write all night. 

In the past, when music was played to accompany work, the 
downside of vinyl became quickly obvious. After the first side 
of an album finished, it had to be turned over to play the other 
side. When the writing was flowing, this often meant long 
stretches of silence before the music resumed. 

Year after year, I checked for it, but it was never there. 

Now it is. 

There are only a few albums I’ve played as much as Crazy 
Rhythms, the debut album by Hoboken’s the Feelies, and probably 
no album I’ve played more. No other album really comes close to 
its driving, propulsive, soothing, nervous, and flowing sound. 

“The Boy With the Perpetual Nervousness,” the opening 
cut, defines the album by its title and sound. At first it seems 
there is only silence, but that’s misleading; the music just 
begins that quietly as it builds into its full sound. 

The Feelies were actually from Haledon, N.J., not Hoboken, 
but they played Maxwell’s regularly enough that their resi- 
dence was attributed to the latter. When kids traveling outside 
of the state were asked where they were from, most answered 
with a very vague “outside of ...” - as in “outside of” New York 
City or Philadelphia, depending on which was closer to where 
they lived in Jersey. The state was not only uncool but also 
stigmatic. I always answered “Jersey,” but my sense of social 
grace wasn’t very developed. 

Now these days there might be some kind of Jersey pride 
that used to be lacking, especially because of Bruce Springsteen

but also attributable to the many other musicians who live 
there. Springsteen is not only from Jersey; most of the songs on 
his first four or so albums are pretty clearly set there. Still, even 
he identified himself with close-by but far more hip Asbury 
Park rather than his hometown of Freehold. 

Haledon, much more traditionally suburban, is 
outside of Patterson, a former mill town stained 
with too much blood spilled because of the 
once lousy working conditions and the labor 
clashes that resulted. 

Having listened to Crazy Rhythms hun- 
dreds of times, I have found that the first 
track is followed not by individual songs 
but by a wholeness of sound - one that is 
familiar, inspiring, distant, and overwhelm- 
ing. The music, filling the room while occupy- 
ing my head, is a driving, hypnotic force. The 
only other track that stands out is the inspired 
cover of Lennon and McCartney’s “Everybody’s Got 
Something to Hide (Except Me and My Monkey).” 

But this is not a review of the album or a history of the band. 
As the Residents pointed out a long time ago, “ignorance of 
your own culture is not considered cool.” 

Yet in these times that wisdom is mostly ignored. Instead, 
widely held and commonly accepted is the opinion that 
essentially there is no American culture - that what once 
was has long degenerated into being meaningless, offensive, 
trivial, and impotent. At its most plebeian, this viewpoint 
is expressed by the phrase “the dumbing down of . ...” Out 
of the academy come far more sophisticated laments, book- 
length scholarly rants about today’s depravity compared to 
yesteryear’s elegance. 

Culture is how we explain life to ourselves, how we set a 
context for our lives and invest that with meaning. The idea 
that once culture was great but now its diseased and decadent 
is based on the safeness of the past, the knowability of what 
has happened set against the unknowability of now and the 
danger and uncertainty of the future. 

Way too often, those celebrating high art over low art, old art 
over new art, do so with a snobbish assumption that the quali- 
tative difference is simply just so obvious. Popular, street, or low 
culture - call it what you want - is consequently described in 
only the most derogatory terms. This categorization is usually 
more illustrative of the person making those judgments than it 
is revealing about art and culture. The distinction is often non- 


chalantly used to reinforce class distinctions, serving as an ideal 
cleaver to separate the upper class from the hoi polloi. 

Looking at the past is easy, with everything seemingly so 
neat, clean, and ordered. In contrast, the present is cha- 
otic, dirty, and not really organized in any sustainable way. 
Remarkably, this same view is not new but instead has been 
held by the elite of succeeding generations who look backward 
with respect but at the contemporary and future with horror. 

I refuse to participate in this mindset. The culture is just as 
alive and as vital as always. Art is alive and well. Distinctions 
inherently limit art, but art won’t be restrained. Current art is 
almost always attacked. What is happening seems so messy 
and maybe even trivial compared to art that has long been 
finished. Attacks on art are a crucial part of its energy 
and meaning. Anarchistic, chaotic, sometimes 
offensive, often seemingly incomprehensible 
art is the modern court jester to established 
society. Brilliant, otherworldly, inspired, and 

I inspiring, it is also the modern traveling trou- 
badour providing illumination and meaning 
in its wake. Hell, art is afoot, and words only 
slow it down. 

This is not a qualitative argument choosing 
low art over high art or suggesting that the art 
being made now is inherently better than what is 
already established. Instead this is a celebration with 
no condemnation attached. 

Sometimes, just sometimes, when art is so much bigger 
than you, towering over you (physically, intellectually, spiritu- 
ally), it sucks you in to cleanse, inspire, or tease you, to set 
a context for modern life or to critique it. Sometimes, in fact 
most often, art is on our level: It illuminates, connects, and 
offers hope and vision, or it finds fault, shames, censures, or 
intimidates. Sometimes it lifts us up; other times it shuts us 
down. But usually, regardless of whatever else the impact is, it 
touches our soul by a route that leads through our mind and 
sense of self. 

The size of art, in terms of self, does not define it. All art, 
even when it is far greater than we are, can be empty and mean- 
ingless, and all art can inspire and infuse. Now, please don’t 
take to the Ayn Rand barricades to accuse me of selling out to 
collectivism, promoting mediocrity as equality, or seeing the 
depths but ignoring the heights. 

The best time is when art can’t be pinned down. At times, it 
is of you, out of and into your life, both aura and taint. Reading 
Larry McMurty’s Moving On when I was in my 20s was the first 
time I realized that fiction could be set in the world as I knew 
and lived in it - not that the characters and situations were 
familiar, but that it was set in the familiar and known. Media 
almost always used to distance itself from those who partook 
of it. Films, TV shows, books, radio, and the like were lifted

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off the mimetic; their very existence defined 
them as infused with something more than 
just daily life. Not intentionally, of course, but 
because of how it was accessed and regarded. 

Loving rock & roll is what it is as much 
as loving grand opera is what it is. There are 
albums I cherish, sometimes in mundane 
ways but sometimes in ways that are sanctified 
and holy. 

Crazy Rhythms fits like skin; it is of me 
just as blood and seems as much memory 
as music. 

Maybe my affection for the album is because 
it’s by a Jersey band and I’m a Jersey kid, 
but maybe not. It’s music from a state that 
more people drive through on their way to 
Philadelphia or New York City than visit. In 
the past, that voyage would encounter several 
cities that smelled so offensively putrid as to 
define the state. At least when (or maybe it 
is where) I grew up, much of the population 
worked outside of the state. 

The sounds of the Feelies are the sounds 
of Jersey, the music of lawn mowers and leaf 
blowers, washers and dryers, traffic jams 
and neat suburban communities, malls and 
toll roads. The music is inspired, propulsive, 
smooth, disconcerting, subtle, and over- 
whelming. Could one ask for anything more? 
Crazy Rhythms again graces and enriches, as 
it has for more than two decades, my life, 
and the rooms I write in, as well as the writer 
that I am. ■

have started out with an economic advantage, 
but all they inherited was good genes. 

Few people in the period of the founding of the 
United States would have bought the assertion 
that citizens had a right to health care, housing, 
or government-funded retirement. Your neighbors 
helped out as best they could, limited by the 
resources at their disposal. We have replaced 
this idea with a feeling of entitlement, that the 
“average citizen” should have all the good things 
that have traditionally come with talent, hard 
work, good choices, and luck. Most American 
citizens find it inconceivable that the government 
could “turn its back” on the less-advantaged 
people in society. But that is precisely how things 
worked until the middle of the 20th century. 

Generation after generation, the ruling elite of 
Roman society took their rank and privilege more 
and more for granted and made progressively 
fewer sacrifices to keep it secure. The riffraff 
were kept occupied with “bread and circuses.” 
American civilization hasn’t collapsed yet, but 
once the rot sets in, the end comes quickly.

Teel Bivins, former Texas senator and ambassa- 
dor to Sweden under President George W. Bush, 
died this week, five years after he was diag- 
nosed with progressive supranuclear palsy.

The Smartest Guy in the Room 

Professor Spelman breaks down the cost of WTP4

At what was for all intents and purposes the con- 
clusion of the decades-long Water Treatment Plant 
No. 4 saga - the City Council’s approval to clear-cut 
and excavate the plant tract - it’s not surprising 
we’d be looking for heroes. 

That’s what the Austin American-Statesman was 
doing this weekend, with an editorial lauding Randi 
Shade - the swing vote that propelled the 
plant forward - as having “not only put 
an end to a 25-year-old debate over 
whether the city should build another 
water treatment plant,” but having 
“challenged the community to change 
the way it approaches decisions about 
infrastructure. ... An adroit play by the 
first-term council member,” the editori- 
al page assured us, one that not only 
“demonstrates that she can play the game 
but also that building a city doesn’t have to be a 
blood sport.” (This, coming from Austin’s all-time 
leader in flagrant fouls.) 

While Shade shared some impassioned, enlight- 
ened words prior to her vote, it’s another speech, from 
Bill Spelman, that should join the time capsule 
beneath 301 W Second, as its nearly 25 phantasmago- 
ric minutes not-so-neatly reprised everything both 
amazing and maddening about him. “I had an ele- 
mentary school teacher who once told me that I 


would not believe that the world was round unless I 
could prove it to myself,” he began, putting a microfine 
point on everything afterward. “This came back to 
haunt me in the context of Water Treatment Plant 4.” 

A New Refrigerator 

Of course, the fastidiousness haunting Spelman 
is a council-watcher’s delight, as for a smidge 
shy of half an hour, we watched him tabu- 
late costs, predict resource use, and suss 
grand sociological trends. Spelman is a 
professor, and the Hustle wagers he’s a 
pretty popular one: With his lulling 
baritone, jovial attitude, and should- 
be-cloying-but-somehow-isn’t collec- 
tion of rhetoricians’ tricks, he’s basically 
every good college prof you’ve ever had. 
He even put the damn thing to PowerPoint 
(itself the latest of several different incarnations, all 
available on his page of the City Council website). 

Starting by demonstrating the recession’s local 
effects, he then tabulated the cost each citizen bears 
for city expenditures: $56 for the Samsung incen- 
tives or a top-of-the-line toaster, $105 for the 2006 
library construction bonds or a new microwave. 
While somewhat expensive examples (has the Spel- 
man household never heard of Big Lots?), he point-

> BREAKING UP LA FAMILIA Austin Police and Texas Department of 

Public Safety investigators were among thousands of law enforcement 
officers to play a part in last week’s two-day, nationwide bust of mem- 
bers of the Mexican La Familia drug cartel. In Austin, APD says four 
members of the gang were arrested and six kilos of cocaine and 
$400,000 were seized. In all, more than 80 people were arrested in 
Texas - the vast majority in Dallas - and more than 200 pounds of 
methamphetamine were seized statewide. The two-day sting was part 
of a 44-month investigation, Project Coronado, into the cartel, which 
is headquartered in the state of Michoacan. In all, more than 2,700 
pounds of meth and nearly 2,000 kilos of coke have been seized to 
date. According to U.S. Attorney General Eric Holder, the arrests - 
1,186 in total for the life of the operation - have “dealt a significant 
blow” to the cartel’s supply chain. - Jordan Smith 

LONG-AWAITED JUSTICE On Oct. 23, two more wrongfully convicted 
Texans walked out of a Dallas court as free men, after spending 12 
years in prison for a murder they did not commit. Claude Simmons, 
54, and Christopher Scott, 39, were convicted and sentenced to life 
for the 1997 murder of Alfonso Aguilar. As Michael Ware - head of 
the Dallas County District Attorney’s Office Conviction Integrity Unit - 
told the Dallas Morning News, there was no physical evidence and 
only a single eyewitness connecting them to the crime. Faulty eyewit- 
ness ID has been implicated in 85% of exonerations. The Simmons 
and Scott exonerations were not based on DNA evidence; last sum- 
mer, the real perpetrator, Alonzo Hardy, confessed to the crime. The 
case was championed by law students at UT-Austin and UT-Arlington, 
who brought it to the Dallas D.A.’s office last year. - J.S. 

FLDS MEMBER GOES TO COURT The trial of Raymond Jessop - 

for sexual assault of a child - gets under way this week in the West 
Texas town of Eldorado. Jessop is one of 12 male members of the 
Mormon breakaway sect, the Fundamentalist Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints, facing trial on charges of assault and 
bigamy, in connection with their alleged multiple marriages, including 
some to underage girls. Jessop allegedly married a 15-year-old 
daughter of FLDS’ imprisoned leader, Warren Jeffs (convicted of 
rape-as-accomplice in Utah in 2006); at 16, the state says, the girl 
gave birth to Jessop’s child at the FLDS’ gated compound on the 
outskirts of town. The age of consent in Texas is 17. (Jessop has 
also been charged with bigamy but will face a separate trial on that 
charge.) More than 150 people were called as potential jurors, 
reports the San Angelo Standard-Times - including seven FLDS mem- 
bers who admitted they were related to Jessop and Randy Mankin, 
the editor of local newspaper The Eldorado Success, which in 2004 
broke the news that the FLDS had moved to town. Officials reported- 
ly expect Jessop’s trial to last up to two weeks. - J.S. 

> SBOE DEMS GET IN ON THE ACTION While controversy at the State 
Board of Education usually swirls around the policies and ideologies 
pushed by its fundamentalist Christian Republican wing, in the past 
month attention has shifted to two of the board’s Democrats. A Dallas 
Morning News investigation found that board finance committee mem- 
bers Rene Nunez, D-EI Paso, and Rick Agosto, D-San Antonio, failed 
to disclose gifts received from companies seeking major contracts with 
the board. AEW Capital Management of Boston reported that its 
employees bought 53 gifts for the two, worth more than $5,000 in 
total; the revelation drew a complaint with the Texas Ethics Commission 
from the nonprofit Texans for Public Justice. And in September, the 
Morning News reported that Agosto had prior business dealings with 
another Massachusetts company, NEPC, that weren’t known in July, 
when Agosto persuaded the board to fire its general investment consul- 
tant, R.V. Kuhns & Associates, and replace it with NEPC. - Lee Nichols 




CU L8R, Texters! 

Technology takes a backseat to safety

Water wasn’t the only controversy on tap at last week’s 
deceptively light City Council agenda. A ban on texting- 
while-driving passed, although, in a boon to detractors 
seeking to delay the measure, it doesn’t enter into effect 
until next year. And thanks to the latest indeterminable 
finding from the city’s legal department, council was thwart- 
ed from legally barring police from performing blood draws 
on drunken-driving suspects, but don’t worry: the 5-0 prom- 
ises they really, really, really won’t. (Scout’s honor!) 

The long-bandied-about texting ban passed unanimously, 
albeit with several speakers in opposition. The first, Chip 
Rosenthal, software developer and chair of the city’s Com- 
munity Technology and Telecommunications Commission, 
spoke for other opponents in that he didn’t oppose a texting 
ban in general but had questions about the amendment’s 
broad language (e.g., “ELECTRONIC MESSAGE means a self- 
contained piece of digital communication that is designed 
or intended to be transmitted between physical 
devices”). “This ordinance is largely misunder- 
stood by the public,” Rosenthal said. “This has 
been portrayed to the public as a ban on tex- 
ting while driving where in fact it is actually a 
wide-ranging ban on the use of cellular data 
and instruments that use that data” - problem- 
atic when new data devices are dreamt up daily. 

“I mean, an Amazon Kindle is a wireless commu- 
nication device under the grounds of this ordi- 
nance; you can imagine future devices will be emerging 
that fit under this ordinance.” Worried texting’s not distract- 
ing enough? Why not power through Infinite Jest on 1-35! 

(The language does exempt specific devices, like GPS navi- 
gators mounted in the car.) 

Rosenthal suggested the ordinance be punted to the 
Urban Transportation Committee for a once-over; Laura 
Morrison subsequently offered a substitute motion that 
would postpone the item to Nov. 5, allowing the council’s 
Emerging Technology and Telecommunications committee 
to glance it over. The motion failed, 2-5, with Morrison and 
Bill Spelman voting aye. Prior to the vote, Lee 
Leffingwell seemingly spoke for the majority when he 
said: “I really don’t see it as a technology issue. I see it as 
a safety issue. Maybe that’s an oversimplification. But I 
think that it really boils down to ... causing distraction to 
drivers.” (On the same day, council approved a “vulnerable 
road users” ordinance, similar to the safe-passing bill 
vetoed by Gov. Rick “Pave It!” Perry, requiring distance 
between motorists and bicyclists.) 


s 
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Ultimately, Mike Martinez split the baby, moving that 
the ordinance be approved as written, but not go into effect 
until Jan. 2, 2010 (instead of the previously scheduled 
Nov. 2). That way, Martinez said, “in these next six weeks, 
if Council Members Morrison and Spelman and other folks 
want to talk about it and potentially propose amendments,” 
they can. Martinez also said the time should be used for 
outreach, to alert citizens of the ban, what it covers, and 
more. How about the fines: more than $500 on your first 
penalty? TTYL! 

DRAWING BLOOD 

The other controversy celebre, Item 42, came from coun- 
cil (Spelman, Leffingwell, Morrison) and would have prevent- 
ed Austin Police Department officers from personally con- 
ducting phlebotomies (blood draws) on suspected DWI 
motorists. Texans for Accountable Government 
spokesdude John Bush testified in support - 
albeit without the jaunty Lone Ranger-style mask 
he wore when speaking last time - as did local 
ACLU leader Debbie Russell. However, the 
black box known as the city legal department 
put the kibosh on the party before it even 
started. As Assistant City Attorney David 
Douglas told Spelman, the original ordinance 
came into conflict with state law, as the ban on 
collecting blood interferes with police requirement 
they “shall use all lawful means” to enforce the law. 
(Somewhere there’s a Bill Hicks routine in all this.) 

With the original resolution out of bounds, according to 
legal, Spelman’s alternate resolution stated it was the 
council’s “clear will” that police not capture blood them- 
selves; it passed 7-0. And council received a pledge from 
Assistant Police Chief David Carter that “we have not 
trained anybody nor are we currently seeking to train any- 
body. ... We do not expect to train anybody in this issue.” 
Still less than might make some comfortable - and once 
again, thanks to city legal and the Dick Cheney-esque 
guidance of City Attorney David Smith, who couldn’t envi- 
sion any procedure more inventive in expressing the pub- 
lic will. It’s of a piece with their recent decision that citi- 
zen communication speakers signed up with a catchall 
topic (say, “city issues”) can’t be addressed by the coun- 
cil, because somehow it’s a violation of the Open 
Meetings Act. At least when they come to quashing the 
vox populi, they’re consistent. ■

ed out “these are not the sorts of big-ticket 
items people are likely to be putting off 
because they’re uncertain about their eco- 
nomic situation.” However, WTP4’s half-a- 
billion-dollar price tag comes to $515, or “a 
really good Kenmore refrigerator,” the kind of 
kitchen-table conversation-starter most try to 
put off as long as possible. “We’re asking 
every man, woman, and child in Austin to 
buy a new refrigerator in the depths of the 
worst recession since the 1930s. ... I think 
the City Council should be thinking about 
this issue in exactly the same way that house- 
holds all over the city are thinking about it. 
Do we really need it right now?” 

Solid footing, but with another slide in his 
presentation - this one showing a steady 
decrease in peak-demand pumping - he 
started to run aground. The Austin Water 
Utility’s explanation that a 1980s conserva- 
tion program may explain the decrease doesn’t 
cut it for Spelman; he extrapolates a long- 
term trend, not just for Austin but for other 
cities and the entire state, tied to Environmental 
Protection Agency findings that population 
density cuts water usage. An intriguing prop- 
osition, but, as is the trouble with all of 
Spelman’s on-the-fly penciling, are we willing 
to stake our entire water policy on it? 

There’s no doubt about Spelman’s intelli- 
gence, and honestly, he’s probably the 
smartest guy in the room. The trouble is that 
when he enters the wonk realm, he leaves the 
policy-making universe behind, calculating 
and expounding theories that would have 
better served the beginning of the conversa- 
tion, not its endgame. Granted, in a situa- 
tion like WITH, where opponents argue that 
the utility’s numbers are off, there’s room for 
disagreement. And Spelman’s PowerPoint 
slides, each more in-depth than the last, 
have been bending toward this conclusion 
for a while. So why did he keep his rhetorical 
powder dry so long? 

On a related note, a popular sentiment at 
last week’s meeting was that “reasonable 
people can disagree” over the plant. But how 
earnest does that sound when Spelman, 
based on his own calculations, says the 
chance there isn’t a statistical trend of shrink- 


ing water use - i.e., the chance that he’s 
wrong - is literally only one in 20 million? 
That’s what Spelman said about shrinking 
peak-day demand - the chance a statistically 
significant trend isn’t afoot is one in 20 mil- 
lion. “If you think the trend is going to stop, 
you need [WITH] right now,” Spelman said, 
wrapping up his presentation. “If you think 
it’s going to slow down, we need to revisit 
this conversation in three or five or seven 
years and see if that trend is continuing or 
not. If you think the trend is going to con- 
tinue, maybe we will never have to have this 
conversation again because maybe we’re 
never going to need that plant.” 

Council’s Olympia Snowe 

Shade, speaking next, began with a laun- 
dry list of thank-yous to people for their help 
in reaching her decision. If it seemed a tad 
Academy-worthy, well, Shade’s been cogni- 
zant of her vaunted swing vote status for 
weeks, if not months, even cracking an 
Olympia Snowe joke on the dais. But despite 
the thanks, the reason behind her vote, aside 
from the standard arguments of supply diver- 
sification and environmental benefits, boiled 
down to a personal choice with public rami- 
fications: “what your risk tolerance is.” 

The excitement came later, when Shade 
moved past the plant itself into the general 
ecology debate, grousing, to the Statesman s 
pleasure, that enviros have blame to shoul- 
der along with the city. Referring to a 
recent article from Chronicle staff writer 
Katherine Gregor, Shade noted WTP4 
opposition “was a higher priority on the 
Eco [-Change] Exchange list than was water 
conservation. It’s got to change. I want to 
turn the page,” to turn “from a swing vote 
to a bridge vote” through promoting con- 
servation across all avenues. 

Noble sentiments that we hope all the 
council can share, and ones the Hustle hopes 
especially Spelman, with his inestimable gifts 
of communication - and backing from the 
most reactionary environmental and neigh- 
borhood blocs most intransigent on issues like 
WTP4 - can accept.

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% SENSE OF PURPOSE’ 

Texas Tribune makes its debut in the realm of nonprofit journalism

Former KVUE-TV political reporter Elise Hu talks with 
almost evangelical zeal about her new job with the Texas 
Tribune, a nonprofit start-up. Set to officially debut Nov. 3, 
with former Texas Monthly Editor Evan Smith at the helm, 
the Tribune is more of a mission than a job, Hu says, an 
opportunity to create a new media entity devoted to in-depth 
nonpartisan coverage of Texas government and civic 
issues. “I think it’s an important cause,” she said, 
explaining why she abandoned her job in TV 
news. “The Tribune has a sense of purpose.” 

To many industry observers, the Tribune (www. 
texastribune.org) and nonprofit operations like it 
represent nothing short of the future of journal- 
ism. While traditional media organizations con- 
tinue to shrink, dozens of nonprofits have sprout- 
ed around the country in the last year, hoping that 
public funds will maintain investigative 
and public service journalism. Established 
players like Voice of San Diego and the 
MinnPost are already affecting their com- 
munities, breaking stories, and exposing 
the gaps in coverage supplied by newspa- 
pers and TV. 

“I’m not saying there isn’t a for-profit 
model out there” for journalism, said 
Tribune Chair John Thornton, a general 
partner of Austin Ventures, a tech-orient- 
ed venture capital firm. “It’s just not a 
good business, and it never will be again.” 

Thornton seeded the Texas Tribune 
with $1 million of his own money. 

Another $2.5 million is already com- 
mitted from a variety of foundations 
and Texas sugar daddies ranging from 
former Democratic Lt. Governor Ben 
Barnes to conservative icons T. Boone Pickens and Red 
McCombs. The pitch is simple: Public service journalism 
is a “public good,” much like national defense, energy, 
and environmental issues, and should be removed from 
the whims of the advertising cycles. “Just as you wouldn’t 
leave [the fates of] clean air and clean water to the free 
market, you shouldn’t leave journalism in the public inter- 
est, the watchdog function of journalism, to the free mar- 
ket,” said Smith, who left Texas Monthly in August after 17 
years with the magazine. 

With a staff of 16 at launch, the Tribune will focus on an 
array of civic issues, including politics, the border, health care, 
and education. In July, Thornton bought Texas Weekly, the 
consummate Capitol insider newsletter, and its editor, Ross 
Ramsey, was named the Tribune’s managing editor. The ini- 
tial reporting staff includes Brian Thevenot, the former spe- 
cial projects editor at The Times-Picayune of New Orleans, 
where he participated in two Pulitzer Prize winners; Brandi 
Grissom from the El Paso Times; Emily Ramshaw from the 
Dallas Morning News; Matt Stiles, a database specialist 
from the Houston Chronicle; and Hu, who will focus on multi- 
media projects. 

“We didn’t hire journalists out of work,” Thornton said. “We 
hired reporters who their editors were pissed off that they 
lost them.” 

Rather than focusing solely on long-term projects, the 
reporters will work beats and file stories across platforms, 
from blogs to podcasts, producing multiple stories a day, 
Smith says. “We’re deliberately not setting up a situation 
where the reporters go into a windowless room for six 
months and try to win a Pulitzer,” he said.

little enthusiasm, reacting with a “mix of puzzlement and 
outrage,” Smith said. Many see the Tribune as competition; 
others resent the implication that they are not covering 
civic issues, he said. 

The Austin American-Statesman is among the newspa- 
pers noticeably uncommitted. “We need to evaluate 
what the Texas Tribune has to offer before we 
decide whether to use its material,” Statesman 
Editor Fred Zipp wrote in an e-mail. “It’s cer- 
tainly a competitor for mindshare, but it could 
become a source nonetheless.” 

Thornton scoffs at the idea that newspapers 
are adequately covering the beat. “When’s 
the last time you read a story about lobbying 
in state politics?” Thornton asked. “I don’t 
think anybody can say with a straight face that 
people of Texas are as informed on 
government today as they were 50 
years ago.” 

Within media circles, a minor back- 
lash has formed in recent months 
against the nonprofits and that type 
of lofty talk. Some believe the new 
organizations may do more harm than 
good, taking resources and attention 
away from already struggling tradition- 
al media companies. “In the current 
arrangement, we’re substituting one 
flawed business model for another,” 

Slate columnist Jack Shafer recently 
wrote. “For-profit newspapers lose 
money accidentally. Nonprofit news 
operations lose money deliberately .” 
Some believe the nonprofits are more sus- 
ceptible to bias than commercial organiza- 
tions. “No matter how good the nonprofit operation is, it 
always ends up sustaining itself with handouts, and handouts 
come with conditions,” Shafer wrote. 

Smith vigorously denies any bias, noting the Tribune’s 
wide range of supporters. Telling donors they have no con- 
trol over editorial is no different than telling advertisers to 
take a hike, he notes. Nevertheless, to help remove any 
partisan aura to the Tribune, Thornton, a well-known fund- 
raiser for Democratic causes, says he’s giving up all politi- 
cal activity, from donations to lawn signs. “The biggest 
problem in fundraising so far is me,” Thornton said. “I want 
to remove all obstacles.” 

Beyond politics, critics charge that the nonprofits operate 
inefficiently and ineffectively, simply creating new bureau- 
cracies, much like public broadcasting. Earlier this year 
ProPublica, a nonprofit devoted to investigative journalism, 
sparked widespread grumbling when tax records revealed 
Editor Paul E. Steiger, former managing editor at The Wall 
Street Journal, is paid $570,000 a year - a whopping sum 
for mainstream journalism. 

Texas Tribune is paying Smith $315,000 a year. Ramsey 
is making $165,000; technology director Higinio Maycotte, 
$120,000; and general manager Alisha Ring, $115,000; 
Thevenot is the top-paid reporter at $90,000. “You don’t 
want clowns who can’t get a job working for public media; 
you want the best you can find,” Thornton said. “Did I ask 
Evan to take a pay cut? No.” 

To cut the cash burn rate, the staff has agreed to defer 
10% of their salaries for the first two years. (Smith and 
Ramsey are deferring 15%. ) Despite the altruistic goals, 
Thornton promises to run the Tribune as a business. “No 
doubt, we need to get scale quickly,” he said. “But we need 
to balance that with not spending resources unwisely.” 



So far, nonprofits have posted a spotty track record. 

Several smaller entities have already shut down, including 
the Chi-Town Daily News in Chicago, which couldn’t raise 
$300,000 to keep the lights on. Closer to home, The Texas 
Observer established its journalism credentials decades ago, 
yet always struggles to raise money. 

Like ProPublica, the Tribune founders believe there is 
strength in ambition. Plans call for proprietary polling, acces- 
sible databases, paid newsletters, and an extensive series of 
events and conferences, as well as the ubiquitous “multi-plat- 
form brand extensions.” 

Already there are signs the Tribune will be a player on the 
news beats. Last week Thevenot broke a story on the Texas 
Weekly site about a snafu that might result in thousands of 
Texas teachers not meeting federal standards. And earlier 
this month Ramshaw covered a controversial proposal to pre- 
vent emergency medical technicians from participating in 
telemedicine video conferences, which could have long-range 
implications on rural areas. 

However, Thornton and Smith know they’ll have to pro- 
duce more than just a few good stories to have an impact. 
They need to reach beyond the policy wonks, media group- 
ies, and government insiders typically excited by civic-ori- 
ented journalism. For all Ramsey’s must-read success cov- 
ering the Capitol, his newsletter only boasted 1,200 sub- 
scribers when he sold it. To succeed, the Tribune will have 
to engage Texans notorious for low voter turnout, lack of 
interest in the foibles of their leaders, and disdain for 
intellectual media coverage. 

It’s hard to measure your impact when the goal is “to 
help the people of Texas make more informed choices in 
their civic life,” Thornton acknowledges. But, in at least one 
sense, the Tribune model is no different from for-profits, he 
says - “We’re going to know if we’re worthwhile if people 
keep us in business.” ■

All Aboard: Shake-Up on the Cap Metro Board 


If critics think the recent problems at 
Capital Metro are due to poor leadership, 
then decisions made in the next few weeks 
may please them, at least temporarily. State 
Sen. Kirk Watson’s Senate Bill 1263, 
passed in this year’s legislative session, 
guarantees at least a partial change in the 
Cap Metro board of directors, along with 
some general personnel shuffling. 

The board currently has seven 
members: two appointed by the 
Capital Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organization (a body of 
Central Texas elected officials that 
drives transportation policy in the 
region), two Austin City Council 
members, a Travis County commis- 
sioner, a Williamson County elected 
official, and a city council member 
of a Travis County city other than 
Austin (appointed by peers). 

Watson’s bill, trying to give more 
power to Cap Metro’s main city 
(that being Austin) and bring better 
management and financial exper- 
tise to the board, adds a member 
and changes up the mix to three 
CAMPO appointees (one elected 
official, one person with at least 
10 years of financial/accounting 
experience, and one with at least 
10 years executive experience), 
two city of Austin appointees (at 
least one of whom must be an 
elected official), one Travis County 
appointee and one Williamson 
County appointee (each of whom 
must live or work within Cap Metro’s 
service area), and an elected offi- 
cial from a city other than Austin. 

Jockeying for those positions has 
begun. First, some vacancies popped 
up: Travis County Commissioner Margaret 
Gomez - possibly wanting to devote her full 
attention to a March Democratic primary chal- 
lenge from former Austin City Council Member 
Raul Alvarez - said she would be stepping 
down from the board chair position. This 
summer, Manor City Council Member Jamie 
Jatzlau moved out of Manor, making her 
ineligible for the small-cities seat. 


CAMPO’s appointees are also guaranteed 
to change. A list of eight applicants for the 
two nonofficeholder positions was released 
earlier this month, and current board mem- 
ber John Trevino (recently plagued by 
health problems) was not on it. Then, on 
Tuesday, the eight were whittled down to 
four, and the other CAMPO appointee, 
Mike Manor, did not make the cut.

As said, the Travis County repre- 
sentative will not be Gomez, and in 
fact, it won’t even be a commission- 
er - recently, the court (with Gomez 
dissenting) decided that seat should 
instead go to a citizen appointee. 
Applications are still being accept- 
ed, and an appointment is expected 
by Dec. 22. 

The current Williamson County 
appointee is Leander Mayor John 
Cowman, but in some odd political 
maneuvering, he convinced his mayor- 
al colleagues to appoint him to the 
small-cities position vacated by Jatzlau, 
even though his appointment did 
not expire until August 2010. The 
Williamson County Commissioners 
Court is expected to start interviewing 
replacement applicants soon. 

And one more potential shake-up: 
The two city of Austin appointments 
are at present held by City Council 
members Mike Martinez and Chris 
Riley and do not expire until July 
24, 2010. Martinez has expressed 
a desire to keep his spot; Riley also 
wants to stay on the board, but an aide 
said Wednesday that he may seek a switch 
to the CAMPO elected official slot, which 
would open the door for another council 
member on the board.

Much to Celebrate 

The Texas arm of consumer-advocacy nonprofit Public Citizen will 
hold its 25th anniversary party at the Barr Mansion on Friday, Nov. 6.

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Critics of ARA Deal Still Wary 


Is the proposed nursing home project on 
East 12th Street really dead? Some neigh- 
bors aren’t convinced. 

The project was to be a skilled-nursing 
facility built by the Dallas-Fort Worth-based 
Victoria Gardens company in the 1100 
block of East 12th, with ground-level retail, 
and the company had sought a partnership 
with the Austin Revitalization Authority 
in building it (see “What Part of ‘No’ Don’t 
You Understand?,” Aug. 28). However, after 
strong local push back - neighborhood 
association representatives objected that a 
nursing home was not what they had in 
mind to bring vibrancy back to the down- 
trodden street - Victoria Gardens notified 
the ARA that it was backing out. 

Nonetheless, some board members of 
the ARA - the quasi-public 
company charged by the 
city of Austin with redevel- 
oping and reinvigorating 
the East 11th and East 
12th corridors - felt it nec- 
essary to pass a resolution 
that originally declared that 
the ARA “supports the con- 
cept of Victoria Gardens’ 
facility locating on a suit- 
able site in the 78702 zip 
code as it will bring much 
needed services and jobs; 
and ... will continue to 
assist Victoria Gardens as 
it is able in developing the project at an 
appropriate site in the community.” 

That raised eyebrows, and the resolu- 
tion was eventually revised to take out 
the specific support for Victoria Gardens: 
“[Tjhe Board of Directors supports the 
concept of a skilled-nursing facility locat- 
ing on a suitable site in the 78702 zip 
code provided that it will bring much-need- 
ed quality services and jobs.” The new 
wording was passed unanimously at the 
Oct. 20 board meeting, but not without 
extensive discussion. 


Before the final wording was approved, 
board member Rob Seidenberg - represent- 
ing the Swede Hill Neighborhood Associa- 
tion - wondered why the resolution was nec- 
essary and whether it was a good idea. “We 
don’t know these people,” Seidenberg said. 
“And I don’t know why we are so quick to 
dive into bed with them or to even give them 
a letter of blind support. ... It has to get 
them something. I don’t mean to be super- 
cynical, but I have to be, and we have to be. 
Or supervigilant. If we do something like this, 
let’s not fool ourselves; it will be bandied 
about as a letter of support from the ARA 
supporting Victoria Gardens. That’s why they 
want it. They will wave this thing in every- 
body’s face across town. ... I say no.” 

Board Chair Charles Urdy said he 

didn’t necessarily have to 
endorse Victoria Gardens, 
but he still pushed hard 
for language supporting 
nursing care in the area, 
saying that having gotten 
on board with the Victoria 
Gardens plan earlier this 
summer, it now appeared 
strange to back away from 
the concept completely. 

Seidenberg, talking later 
with the Chronicle, said he 
still thought the resolution 
was pointless, but as word- 
ed, ultimately harmless. 
Meeting observer Tracy Witte, president of 
Swede Hill Neighborhood Association and the 
vice president of the Organization of Central 
East Austin Neighborhoods, wasn’t so sure. 
“Based on statements that were made at the 
meeting, such as, ‘ARA is through with Victoria 
Gardens’ - I’m not sure how in the world they 
could think anyone believes that, when they 
put forth the resolution that had at least two 
statements of explicit support for Victoria 
Gardens,” Witte said. “I assume that if they 
can find some way to work with Victoria 
Gardens, ARA will do it.” - Lee Nichols

Rick 
Perry’s office a petition calling on Perry to acknowledge that Cameron Todd Willingham 
was wrongly executed for the deaths of his three children in a 1991 fire.

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other hand,” it continues, prosecution of “com- 
mercial enterprises that unlawfully market and 
sell” dope outside the state-sanctioned 
schemes will not get a pass - and, Ogden’s 
memo notes, there are those who will use the 
state medi-mari laws as a “mask” for illegal 
operations, “and federal law enforcement 
should not be deterred by such assertions 
when otherwise pursuing the Department’s 
core enforcement priorities.” Unlawful posses- 
sion or use of a firearm, selling to minors, 
and employing violence are all among “charac- 
teristics” that “may indicate illegal drug traf- 
ficking activity of potential federal interest.” 
Pot-law reformers were, not surprisingly, 
pleased with the memo, but Texas’ own GOP 
U.S. Rep. Lamar Smith was not. Smith, who 
is a ranking member of the House Judiciary 
Committee, instead felt that championing 
prohibition and sacrificing states’ rights was 
the way to go - a rather ironic position for 
any Republican, let alone Central Texas’ 
Smith, who told San Antonio’s KSAT news in 
September that medical decisions should be 
made by the individual and not the govern- 
ment. Moreover, he said he was against 
Obama’s health care reform because it would 
cost too much and do too little. (As opposed 
to the drug war, which, ahem, has done so 
much with so little?) The new policy, Smith 
said in a statement, was as good as telling 
federal narcos to ignore federal drug laws. As 
a result, he said, the Obama administration 
is “tacitly condoning the use of marijuana in 
the U.S.” and undermining the plan to attack 


MEDI-POT 
STATES FREE 
TO INHALE 

More than six months after U.S. Attorney 
General Eric Holder told reporters that the 
feds would end their raids and prosecutions 
of medical marijuana patients, the promise 
has finally been put on paper and sent out as 
a policy memorandum addressed to federal 
prosecutors in the 13 states where the 
medicinal use of marijuana is legal. 

The memo, penned by Deputy A.G. David 
Ogden and sent out Oct. 19, advises federal 
prosecutors to focus pot investigations and 
prosecutions on “core federal enforcement 
priorities.” The Department of Justice is “com- 
mitted” to enforcing the federal prohibition 
scheme codified in the Controlled 
Substances Act - and marijuana distribution 
in the U.S. is the “single largest source of 
revenue for the Mexican cartels,” writes 
Ogden. But in an effort to make “efficient and 
rational use” of “limited” funds, “as a general 
matter” the DOJ policy now states that those 
funds should not be spent to pursue “individ- 
uals whose actions are in clear and unambig- 
uous compliance with existing state laws pro- 
viding for the medical use of marijuana.” 

The policy makes final a campaign promise 
made by President Barack Obama; nonethe- 
less, in the weeks after Obama’s inaugura- 
tion, raids of California medi-pot dispensaries 
by the Drug Enforcement Administration 
had picked up. In February, Holder promised 
the practice would not be ongoing: “What the 
president said during the campaign, you’ll be 
surprised to know, will be consistent with 
what we’ll be doing here in law enforcement.” 
Now, it appears that will be the case. 

According to the memo, people using pot in 
compliance with state laws should not be put 
in the crosshairs of federal law enforcers. “For 
example, prosecution of individuals with can- 
cer or other serious illnesses who use mari- 
juana ... or those caregivers in clear and 
unambiguous compliance with existing state 
law who provide such individuals with marijua- 
na, is unlikely to be an efficient use of limited 
federal resources,” reads the memo. “On the 


Mexican drug cartels. (How that would be 
the case is unknown since the pot that is 
legal for medical marijuana must be grown 
and used in-state.) The way to “win the war 
on drugs,” he opined, is to get the narcos to 
“investigate and prosecute all medical mari- 
juana dispensaries and not just those that 
are merely fronts for illegal distribution.” 
Meanwhile, medi-pot-law advocates say 
that instituting the new policy is likely to 
help laws pass in additional states. “Federal 
hostility is an objection” to passing medi- 
mari laws, wrote Bruce Mirken, communi- 
cations director for the Marijuana Policy 
Project, in an e-mail. The objection “is 
constantly raised by legislators and gover- 
nors, either in the form of (unfounded) fear 
that states would be violating federal law, 
or that they would be setting up their citi- 
zens for federal prosecution,” he contin- 
ued. Bills are currently pending in four 
states: New Hampshire, New York, New 
Jersey, and Illinois. - Jordan Smith

Austin has no shortage of environmental 
groups, some catering to specific issues or 
audiences and others, like the Austin 
EcoNetwork, attempting to bridge the gaps 
between them. But so far, one important 
group of environmental stewards has been left 
largely untapped: Austin’s faith-based commu- 
nity. Thanks to the newly launched Interfaith 
Environmental Network, that situation is 
about to change. In hopes of giving voice to 
those who perhaps talk as often about their 
connection to “creation” as they do their con- 
nection to the “environment,” IEN will focus on 
service, education, and policy initiatives, con- 
centrating on “creating and sharing informa- 
tion and experiences on the theology, ecology, 
and actions of becoming better environmental 
stewards” and “sharing the faith communities’ 
perspectives ... with public officials;’ accord- 
ing to its website.

“I’m hopeful that we’ll 
be able to have a close relationship” said 
Texas Impact Executive Director Bee Moorhead, 
to “maximize each other’s strengths” IEN 
hosts its first event, Claiming Our Common 
Ground, on Thursday, Nov. 5; see details at 
www.interfaithenvironment.org.

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Getting to Bottom of Perry-Patterson Pickle 


When we asked Gov. Rick Perry’s press 
office earlier this month whether or not the 
governor had asked Austin Sen. Kirk Wat- 
son to consider 3rd Court of Appeals 
Justice Jan Patterson for possible appoint- 
ment to Travis County’s 353rd Civil District 
Court bench, we were told by spokesman 
Chris Cutrone on Oct. 9 that the Chronicle 
would have to file an open records request 
for that information; he could not answer the 
question, he said, but filing a request for 
records would provide a “clearer picture” 
about what transpired. 

So we did. That same evening. And on 
Oct. 21, we got our answer in an e-mail: 
“After reviewing our records,” Mark Adams, 
of Perry’s general counsel office, wrote, 

“we have determined that the Office of the 
Governor has no documents responsive to 
your request.” 

Instead of the clearer picture Cutrone 
promised, the situation is as opaque as it 
was when we first inquired about Perry’s han- 
dling of the appointment process for the 
court seat made vacant by the untimely 
death of Democratic Judge Scott Ozmun. 

On Oct. 26, we again called Perry’s office, 
asking Cutrone why he said we should file a 
public information request for information 
that doesn’t exist and restated our original 
question: Did Perry bring Patterson’s name 
to Watson for consideration as an appoin- 
tee to the 353rd Court? Cutrone said he’d 
have to call back with the answer; on Oct. 
27 he e-mailed to say that Perry’s office 
does not “comment on any conversations 
between our office and Senator Watson’s.” 
However, he continued, “we did give Justice 
Patterson serious and thorough consider- 
ation for this appointment.” 

As we reported on Oct. 16, Patterson 
wrote a letter to Perry in July saying she 
would like to be considered for the district 
court job. Patterson said Perry had pursued 
her for the appointment and that after turn- 
ing him down several times she finally 
relented - deciding a “short cut” to elec- 
tion wasn’t an unappealing idea, she said. 
Ultimately she said that she’s glad she 
didn’t get the job (which went to Deputy 
First Assistant Attorney General Jeff Rose), 


and she’s happy to run next year for the 
201st District Court seat now held by 
Judge Suzanne Covington, who will retire 
next year. 

Given Patterson’s explanation of what hap- 
pened, Cutrone’s response prompted anoth- 
er question: Did Perry’s office actually pur- 
sue Patterson for the district court job, or 
was it Patterson who pursued the appoint- 
ment? According to Cutrone, Patterson’s 
account is not accurate: Patterson sent a 
letter stating her interest in the job, he wrote 
in an e-mail Tuesday afternoon. “Justice 
Patterson had previously submitted an appli- 
cation to our appointments office for another 
appointment, and later submitted a letter 
stating her interest in the 353rd Judicial 
District Civil Court,” he wrote. When asked 
for clarification, he reiterated the same: “I’ve 


already answered that question - that she 
submitted a letter stating her interest” in 
the job. At press time, Patterson had not 
responded to a request for a response. 

The news that Patterson would even con- 
sider jumping in midterm from the 3rd Court 
to an open district court seat set off alarm 
bells in Democratic party circles: The 3rd 
Court is an important one and has become 
increasingly partisan in recent years. For 
Patterson to leave her post there a year 
early would be as good as ceding that seat 
to the Republicans, a circumstance Perry 
would welcome and one that would give any 
Republican appointee the chance to run next 
year as a quasi-incumbent. 

In the race to fill the 201st on Travis 
County’s all-blue bench, Patterson has yet to 
draw an opponent. - Jordan Smith 


Promising Start for Dem Senate Candidates 


With Texas facing its most competitive U.S. Senate race in a 
decade, federal campaign finance reports are currently favoring the 
Democratic hopefuls. 

In the latest filings, covering the race through Sept. 30, 
Houston Mayor Bill White leads the ticket in terms of fundrais- 
ing, spending, and cash on hand. Close behind is fellow 
Democrat John Sharp, whom White will face in next year’s pri- 
mary. However, Sharp’s 
take is boosted by a 
$3.1 million loan to his 
own campaign, and he 
trails White significantly 
on individual contribu- 
tions, with White pulling 
in almost $4 million to 
the former state comp- 
troller’s $641,084. That 
said, you still can’t read 
too much into it: Sharp’s early campaign strategy was based on 
the idea that Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison would quit the Senate 
early to start her primary challenge to Gov. Rick Perry, turning 
the Nov. 3 constitutional amendment election into a special 
Senate election, a scenario that didn’t unfold. For that kind of 
race, name recognition and a quick cash injection would have 
been key, so it may be the next reports that define Sharp’s fund- 
raising prowess. 


Trailing behind both Dems at this early stage are all four big-name 
Republicans fighting to replace Hutchison as their party’s nominee. 
Former Secretary of State Roger Williams broke the million-dollar 
mark on individual contributions and loaned himself another 
$150,000. Meanwhile, the battle between Railroad Commissioners 
Michael Williams (no relation to Roger Williams) and Elizabeth 
Ames Jones continues, with Williams coming out slightly ahead on 

donations and loans but 
having already spent most 
of what he raised. State 
Sen. Florence Shapiro, 
R-Plano, brings up the rear 
on fundraising among the 
big-name contenders. 

Unsurprisingly, there’s 
less cash flow in the con- 
gressional races. Republican 
10th Congressional District 
incumbent Mike McCaul has out-raised Dem challenger Jack 
McDonald ($1,214,096 to $932,613), but their war chests are 
much closer in heft (McCaul has $891,906 in his coffers to 
McDonald’s $805,308, plus McCaul is sitting on $934,478 in 
unretired debt). The scene in CD 21 is far less competitive, where 
Democrat Lainey Melnick’s $2,435 in available funds is scarcely 
one-fourth of 1% of Republican Rep. Lamar Smith’s $961,588 
cash pile. - Richard Whittaker

CORPORATE MONSTERS 

Where are those lawsuit reform groups 
when you really need them? You know, such 
outfits as Citizens Against Lawsuit Abuse 
that are always squawking about frivolous 
lawsuits and demanding new laws to prevent 
people from suing big corporations? Where 
are they when corporations sue us? For 
example, if those reform outfits were really 
honest about lawsuit abuse, they’d be ham- 
mering Hansen Beverage Co., the billion-dol- 
lar California corporation that markets 
Monster energy drinks. 

In September, Hansen’s legal hounds 
reached clear across the continent to sue a 
tiny firm in Morrisville, Vt., named Rock Art 
Brewery. Matt and Renee Nadeau own it 
and employ seven people to produce artisa- 
nal beers, including a popular one called 
the Vermonster. That label prompted 
Hansen Beverage to sue Rock Art, claiming 
that the name infringes on the corporation’s 
Monster trademark. 

Never mind that the Vermonster is a beer 
and not an energy drink, and that we con- 
sumers are not so clueless, as Hansen’s 
lawyers alleged, that we might confuse the 
two brands - the beverage giant insisted 
that the family-owned beer maker surrender 
the name. 

Corporate lawyers know that cases like 
these can go on for years - a cost that 
small businesses and groups can’t bear - 
so corporations use lawsuits as a simple 
way to bully anyone who stands in their way. 
But guess what? Rock Art Brewery wasn’t 
willing to be bullied. The Nadeaus took the 
fight online - describing it as “Rock Art 
Brewery vs. Corporate America” - and won. 
Hansen Beverage agreed to let Vermonster 
live on. 

I wonder why Citizens Against Lawsuit 
Abuse didn’t come to the Nadeaus’ aid. Did 
I mention it was created and is funded by 
Philip Morris and other big corporations?

CHANGE AT THE CHAMBER 

“The carbon-based free lunch is over,” 
crowed the speaker. “Breakthroughs on cli- 
mate change and improving our society’s ener- 
gy efficiency are within reach,” he declared, to 
the enthusiastic cheers of environmentalists. 

Only this was not some environmental 
firebrand at a green energy rally. The speak- 
er was John Rowe, the CEO of Exelon, one 
of the largest utilities in our country. Rowe’s 
comments sent a thunderclap through 
Washington, where the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce was mounting a united corporate 
stand against Barack Obama’s legislation to 
reduce global warming emissions. 

Not only did Exelon withdraw its support 
from the chamber’s position, but it also 
withdrew from the chamber itself, citing the 
“stridency” of that organization’s approach. 
How strident? Chamber officials have 
claimed that Obama’s plan would “com- 
pletely shut the country down” and “virtual- 
ly destroy the United States.” 

Then came a histrionic call by one chamber 
official to put “the science of climate change 
on trial.” It would be a “Scopes Monkey Trial 
of the 21st century,” he exulted, thus aligning 
the chamber with history’s notorious anti-sci- 
ence forces of ignorance. This outburst 
prompted two other big utilities to withdraw 
from the Chamber - California’s Pacific Gas & 
Electric Co. and PNM in New Mexico. 

The utilities are not alone. Nike and 
Johnson & Johnson are among other major 
corporations expressing fundamental dis- 
agreement with the chamber’s head-in-the- 
sand opposition to Obama’s climate change 
legislation. It’s too much to call this a cor- 
porate green rebellion - actually, it’s more 
like a green dissent from orthodoxy. But it 
is nonetheless politically significant when 
even a few big corporations dare to declare 
publicly that their self-interests have 
diverged from those of Big Oil and Big Coal, 
putting them that much closer to the right 
side of climate change issues.

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Take Three 

Incentives don't always translate to dollars 
for the Texas film industry

On April 23, things were looking good for the 
Texas film industry. After months of negotia- 
tions, marquee names from the creative arts and 
the political establishment gathered at Robert 
Rodriguez’s Troublemaker Studios in East Austin 
to witness Gov Rick Perry sign House Bill 873 
- the latest version of the Texas Moving Image 
Industry Incentive Program. Perry told the 
assembled crowd, “With this legislation, we are 
strengthening our state’s investment in a vital 
industry that not only shows off our state to the 
rest of the world, but also draws investment and 
creates jobs for Texans.” 

The Texas Film Commission in early Novem- 
ber plans to approve its new rules based on the 
legislation. With applications for the new and 
improved grants already filed in expectation of 
receiving the money, Texas Film Commissioner 
Bob Hudgins finds himself in the enviable posi- 
tion of helming a program that may be perhaps 
too successful. With only $62 million in the 
program’s budget for the next two years and a 
greater number of companies being attracted by 
more generous incentives, Hudgins said: 
“Unfortunately, what’s going to prove up this 
time is that we need more money for the pro- 
gram. I fully expect to run out.” 


Previously, in Texas Film ... 

The history of film incentives in Texas has 
been fraught with false starts. The trouble really 
started in 2002, when Fouisiana established a 
film tax-credit program. New Mexico quickly 
followed suit, and by 2005 more than a dozen 
states offered similar programs - including, 
theoretically, Texas. With concerns about lost 
production dollars and talent drain as crews 
moved out of state for work, Dallas Sen. John 
Carona authored Senate Bill 1142, establish- 
ing the Texas Film Industry Incentive Program. 
The bill was intended to provide grants for 
film, TY and commercial shoots. “Intended” 
is the right word: Though the legislature 
passed the bill, it never actually funded the 
program, so there was no money for grants. 

In 2007, Austin state Rep. Dawnna Dukes 
picked up the torch and worked to pass HB 
1634. The first big change was the name: Now 
it was the Moving Image Industry Incentive 
Program, adding “digital interactive media pro- 
duction” to the list of industries eligible for 
grants worth 5% of their project budgets. The 
legislature funded this version to the tune of 
$22 million. That was the good news. The bad

news was that the terms were tighter than most 
states, with low grant caps, higher minimum 
qualifying budgets, and higher requirements for 
in-state staffing and shooting. The terms were 
so stiff and gave Hudgins’ office so little leeway 
to negotiate with producers that applications 
fell short of the intended levels. Where it 
worked was in keeping existing productions, 
such as Prison Break, in the state. But when it 
came to attracting new productions, Texas 
Motion Picture Alliance President Don Stokes 
explained, “It was just not competitive enough 
to make people look at the other advantages the 
state can offer.” 

So in 2009, with other states already run- 
ning various incentive programs and produc- 
ers scarcely glancing at states without, it was 
back to the Texas Capitol for take three. After 
lengthy negotiations between studios and a 
financially skittish legislature, Dukes’ HB 873 
allowed more cash for a broader pool of appli- 
cants. More importantly, it upped the percent- 
age available for film and TV and gave Hudgins 
the leeway to reform the rules if and when 
they are shown to be ineffective. Stokes said: 
“We’ve gone from 5 percent to 15 percent, 
plus extra in an underutilized area. We in 
effect tripled the incentive program.” 

The numbers are already, arguably, speaking 
for themselves and proving the program’s worth 
as an economic driver. Since the Texas Film 
Commission started taking applications under 
HB 873 on April 23, it has already attracted well 
over half the value of production dollars that HB 
1634 managed between June 2007 and April 
2009. Since only $11 million out of the original 
$22 million had gone out in grants, there was 
even money left in the pool, so Hudgins’ office 
was able to start allotting that old cash under the 
new rules before the end of the fiscal year. He 
explained, “Friday Night Lights was the one that 
put us over the top to seal the deal so that we 
didn’t lose any money from the old program.” 

Hudgins had leftover cash from the 
2008-2009 appropriations “because something 
wasn’t working,” he said. “We’re not going to 
be having that problem this time.” His office 
has been taking applications under the new 


rules and can start processing them once 
they’re approved. If all the applications are 
awarded the maximum grant, then more than 
$ 17 million will be paid out. In return, the state 
will have attracted $138 million in production 
spending and added 1,180 full-time jobs. 

Once Upon a Time in Austin 

Hudgins’ job is to get productions into the 
state. After that, it’s up to the individual coun- 
ties and municipalities to compete for those 
productions. The city of Austin has a vested 
interest in making sure that filmmakers get off 
the plane at Austin-Bergstrom International 
Airport and then stay inside the city limits. 
Says Vincent Kitch, the city’s cultural arts 
program manager, “Our internal philosophy is 
to make it quicker and cheaper and easier to 
make movies in Austin.” 

Mostly, the city relies on the services of the 
Austin Film Commission, run by the Austin 
Convention & Visitors Bureau, to serve as a 
one-stop contact shop for content producers 
and moviemakers. What subsidies the city does 
provide are effectively stealthy, such as the 
2008 council ordinance waiving rental fees on 
city property for qualifying projects or the 
Austin Film Commission’s Now Playing card, 
where local vendors offer discounts to cast and 
crew. Gary Bond, the bureau’s director of film 
marketing, said: “My motive in [the discount 
card] is mostly for the businesses who want to 
know, ‘How do we get some of this film 
money?’ They’re actually getting it, whether it’s 
barbershops or automobile dealers.” And for 
local firms, he argues, it’s a very focused public- 
ity tool. He added: “You’re dealing with a very 
narrow demographic of folks. It’s not like send- 
ing coupons to a ZIP code.” 

The city’s only real experience with a direct 
incentive so far is the 2007 economic devel- 
opment agreement City Council signed with 
NBC to bring the filming of Friday Night 
Lights to Austin (available at www.cityofaustin.org/ 
redevelopment/downloads/FridayNightLightsCh380Eda. 
pdf). Much like the state reacting to the slow 
industry response to its grants, city staff 
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experienced a learning curve when FNL 
ended up out of compliance with the 
agreement. The core problem was the 
2007-2008 Writers Guild of America strike: 
The original deal with the city was for 21 
episodes that year, but the strike resulted 
in the completion of only 15 episodes for 
season two. So, just as the state revisited its 
incentive rules, the city went back and 
reworked the deal. On Oct. 15, council 
dropped the episode requirement down to 
12 and added a force majeure clause in the 
event of a talent strike. Rodney Gonzales, 
acting director for the city’s Economic 
Growth and Redevelopment Services 
Office, explained: “That’s a big benefit, 
because for season three they’ve filmed 
and completed 13 episodes, and for sea- 
sons four and five, our understanding is 
that they’re going to record 13 episodes 
each. So council fully realizes the benefits 
that Friday Night Lights brings to the indus- 
try here in Austin.” 

But that doesn’t mean all the contract 
glitches are fixed. There were other non- 
compliance issues, and while city staff 
expects that the new amendments will ret- 
roactively cover season one, the fact that 
NBC omitted the preagreed phrase, “Made 
in Austin, Texas, U.S.A.,” from the credits 
means season two won’t be eligible for the 
incentive cash. Kitch said, “They weren’t 
willfully being noncompliant, but [the 
agreement] doesn’t allow us to just say, 
‘Well, we understand.’” 

The Studio System 

Arguably the city’s biggest indirect sub- 
sidy for media firms was the agreement to 
extend the Austin Studios lease to the 
Austin Film Society until 2042. Gonzales 
explained, “For a dollar a year, we get a lot 
of return.” The general hope among the 
local film community was that the new 
incentive program would cause a flood of 
moviemakers to hit Austin. Unfortunately, 
that deluge has still to materialize. Catherine 
Parrington, the studios’ director of opera- 
tions, explained, “Thank God for 
Troublemaker Studios, because they’re the 
ones keeping us busy.” Rodriguez’s produc- 
tion company completed the upcoming 
Machete on her soundstages, and now it’s 
working there on his reboot of the Predator 
franchise, Predators. Beyond that, the books 
look pretty empty, making the controversial 
agreement to lease stage four to Soundcheck 
Austin, a music production and rehearsal 
space firm, seem even more fiscally wise 
(construction on Soundcheck’s facilities in 
the Mueller development is scheduled for 
the end of the month, with a Jan. 1 comple- 
tion date and a rehearsal booked for two 
weeks later). Even with a new regular ten- 
ant and the addition of the neighboring 
National Guard armory to the site in 2012 
to boost the soundstage space, Parrington 
admits the lack of incentive-driven produc- 
tion is disappointing. She said, “We are

getting calls, and they’re good, but it’s just not 
the level we were hoping for.” 

So what happened? Under HB 1634, Austin 
led the state in total production spending; the 
number of films, TV shows, and video games 
applying for grants; total grants; and total 
number of full- and part-time jobs created. 
Under HB 873, Austin has hosted four grant- 
eligible films that spent a total of $9 million, 
compared to five spending $42 million under 
the old program. And it’s now Dallas leading 
the state in films, with seven projects spend- 
ing $23 million. Yet Austin’s total eligible 
spending across all categories in the six 
months since April is already at $74 million, 
compared to $106 million previously. So if the 
cash isn’t in films, where is it? 

Playing the Money Game 

It’s in video games. While the program is 
commonly still called film incentives, the mov- 
ing image grants also cover digital media, and 
it’s a growing component of the program. Last 
year under HB 1634, there were 33 qualifying 
applicants statewide, spending $58 million 
and getting $2 million in grants. Under HB 
873, there have already been 19 applicants, 
investing a total of $62 million and receiving 
nearly $4 million from the state. (Game devel- 
opers have an advantage over other applicants 


as employers. Out of the 1,662 jobs created by 
films, only 294 - fewer than one in five - were 
full-time positions; 564 out of the 572 jobs 
gaming created were full-time.) And who is 
the biggest beneficiary of that gaming cash? 
Austin, which attracted more than $43 million 
of that $62 million in applicant spending. 

Tony Schum is director of economic devel- 
opment for the Greater Austin Chamber of 
Commerce, and his job is to attract and pro- 
mote tech firms, including gaming ones. The 
incentives are doing some of his job for him. 
When it comes to industry awareness of the 
program, Schum said: “They all know it. 
There is no faster communications network 
than talk among the game industry. This is a 
very powerful tool for us to prove to firms how 
committed the state of Texas is to helping 
develop gaming companies.” Lawmakers cagey 
about the incentives could be won over by this 
industry sector, where full-time, long-term 
developer jobs can easily pay between $60,000 
and $90,000 a year. He noted, “These are 
extremely good payroll numbers for the state 
of Texas, [and] the multiplier effect of having 
one of these jobs is extremely effective.” 

However, he added, “It’s not so much a 
recruitment tool as a way to help firms grow 
within the state of Texas.” Surprisingly, that 
could be helped by recent shake-ups in the 
local gaming community, like last year’s clo- 


sure of veteran development studio Midway 
Austin. With talented and experienced devel- 
opers looking to establish start-ups and large 
creative and tech communities already pres- 
ent, Schum said, “All the right mixture of ele- 
ments are here for us to promote gaming, and 
these incentives are really an accelerator.” 

Blood Simple 

For now, the latest iteration of the incentives 
is paying off in raw economic terms. On the 
national scene, Stokes explained, “I’m not 
going to tell you that we are the most competi- 
tive program, but I think that we’re a realistic 
program.” And there’s a structural difference 
between Texas and states like Louisiana: “They 
were spending these incentives to create an 
industry that already exists in Texas. We’re just 
trying to maintain that industry and stop peo- 
ple from leaving the state to find work.” 

The balancing act is to make sure that the 
grants aren’t so big that they lose money, and 
some states are already scaling back. Michigan 
led the field with a 40% refundable tax credit 
on production expenses, but the Michigan 
Senate Fiscal Agency estimated that because of 
the overly generous terms, the state will end 
up subsidizing the program by $ 150 million in 
2010. Over in Wisconsin this year, Democratic 
Gov. Jim Doyle advocated for completely end-

ing the subsidies, but, after losing that fight 
with his Legislature, he instead settled for slic- 
ing the program through the state budget. 
Stokes said, “Our belief is that those programs 
are not sustainable because they’re not a posi- 
tive cash influx for the state.” While he could 
never see the fiscal conservatives under the 
pink dome letting the Texas program have a 
negative fiscal impact, the reality is that it will 
still undergo oversight. So while filmmakers 
may want more, he said, “We’re still going to 
have to prove to legislators that we’re netting 
money and making jobs.” 

That’s going to be vital in the next legislative 
session. The consensus is that, without federal 
stimulus dollars to backfill the budget, the state 
will be running a full-blown deficit in the next 
biennium. Dukes argued that budgetmakers will 
be looking for three things from state programs: 
“Performance, performance, performance. Any 
recommended legislative initiative that can 
prove itself will be of the greatest assistance in 
furthering that program, so I’m very pleased 
that the program is doing very, very well.” 

So Hudgins’ first big job starts next sum- 
mer, when the state starts collating data for 
budgetary recommendations. The fact that 
$17 million in grants has already won $138 
million in production spending before the first 
check is signed is, he said, “a great thing, 
because we can go to the comptroller and say, 
‘Look what it provided.’” 

However, if the current rate of grant applica- 
tions keeps up, there is no way the $62 mil- 
lion budget will last until the next legislative 
session, and the state will be back where it 
was in 2005: with an unfunded incentive pro- 
gram. Hudgins said: “As soon as the faucet 
gets turned off, I expect our phones to go 
quiet, and that’s the damning part of this. I 
keep warning people that’s gonna happen.” 
After that will come what he called “the unfor- 
tunate part: calculating how much production 
we lost because we didn’t have enough money 
for the program.” ■ 


What’s in HB 873? The New Incentive Levels. 


If the new terms of the Texas Moving Image Industry Incentive 
Program in House Bill 873 can be boiled down to three words, they 
would be: better, faster, more. The big change in scope is that the new 
rules add educational and instructional videos to the eligible pool and 
drop the qualifying criteria for minimum in-state spending to $250,000 
for film or TV (from $1 million under the 2007 Legislature’s HB 1634; 
the $100,000 minimum remains unchanged for all other projects). The 
rules still require that 70% of the cast must be Texas residents, but now 
only 60% of production must take place here - down from 80%. The 
new law also removes the old caps on the maximum grant payable and 
directs the Texas Film Commission to establish its own methods of cal- 
culating and awarding grants. This was a sore point for game develop- 
ers, who were capped at $250,000 against $2 million for film, even 
though their overall budgets can often be comparable. 

There’s also a significant operational shift: Texas Film Commissioner 
Bob Hudgins has long advocated moving from the old system of calcu- 
lating the grant based on the entire production budget to a “wage-only” 
system. This new process will give filmmakers and TV projects the 
option to apply based solely on the wages paid to Texas workers, mean- 
ing a higher proportion of a smaller slice of their budget. The final grant 
would be roughly the same through either method, but wage-only appli- 
cations should be processed quicker because there would be less 
paperwork. Hudgins said producers “would get a thread more under the 
total spend option, but when they weigh out how much more effort 
would go in, they’re not going to get anything significantly less by going 
for the wage-only option.” 

In the non-feature-film categories (commercials; music, educational, 
and instructional videos; and digital media), the grant is still capped at 
5% of in-state spending. Texas Motion Picture Alliance President Don 
Stokes said, “We know that we could capture an even higher percent- 
age of that work and become an epicenter for that kind of work if we 
could sweeten that percentage a little bit.”

The theatre, which will be named in 
honor of local philanthropists Mort 
and Bobbi Topfer, is described as seat- 
ing 420 patrons - fewer than the 500 
originally planned for but still consider- 
ably more than the Kleberg’s 230 
seats, and the overall square footage, 
29,700, is a major bump up from the 
older theatre’s 8,000. With $16.3 mil- 
lion of the estimated $20 million cost 
already raised, $3 million of which was 
secured in the past year (during, it’s 
worth remembering, a time when the 
economy was in its worst shape since 
Zach was founded 76 years ago), the- 
atre backers are confident of a ground- 
breaking in 2010 and a grand opening 
in 2012.

'THE SMALL CORNERS 
OF EXISTENCE’ 

Gimme shelter 

Photographers can quite literally change our per- 
spective on the world. Depending on where they point 
their lenses, they can show us views of our surround- 
ings that we’ve not seen before and get us thinking 
differently about the life we think we know. 

Robert Shults is among that society of imagemakers, 
and with his solo exhibition “The Small Corners of 
Existence” - his first such show - he provides a series 
of uncommon, even unexpected perspectives on archi- 
tectural elements in Austin that may have you reconsid- 
ering how you look at the buildings you pass daily. Shults 
shoots tightly composed sections of structures, focusing 
on vivid geometric textures and patterns in the elements 
of the design, the materials, and the shadows that play 
across the structures’ surfaces. And frequently, he com- 
bines that focus with an unnatural tilt of angle, say, a 
roofline that we ordinarily see as horizontal or diagonal is 
shot as vertical. It pushes these already abstracted 
images further toward the abstract, and they work per- 
fectly well that way, as artfully shaded, dense interplays 
of lines and forms, but they also push us toward seeing 
these spaces that we recognize as familiar - this library, 
this office tower, this fire escape - as suddenly and 
strangely unfamiliar. And when that happens and we’re 
forced to examine these structures anew, we find that 
we can no longer take them for granted. 

There was a time when Shults learned a deep and power- 
ful lesson in not taking the buildings around him for granted. 
When the photographer came to Austin in 2001, he had no 
home and spent several months liv- 
ing on the streets. At that time, 
those structures around him that 
had their own primary purposes 
became for him physical, and in 
some cases spiritual, shelters, and 
he came to value them as such. 

Two years ago, when he was told he would lose his teaching 
job, Shults feared that he might have to return to the streets. 
But he put that anxiety to a useful purpose, going back to 


the spaces that had served to shelter him and recording 
them with his camera. The images become both his tribute 
to these spaces for protecting him and a means of showing 
others how these buildings serve 
their secondary and sometimes 
secret purpose for our brothers 
and sisters on the streets. In that 
way, “The Small Corners of 
Existence” is Shults using his art 
to give back, but he’s giving back 
in a more tangible way with the exhibition as well. A portion 
of the proceeds from each print sold will be donated to 
Austin Resource Center for the Homeless. - R.F

BITE THE BIG APPLE 

Jonathan Lethem’s ‘Chronic City’ 

“It all feels a little plotty to me,” says former child actor and 
bon vivant Chase Insteadman at a sort of man-behind-the- 
curtain moment in Chronic City, Jonathan Lethem’s appallingly 
dense Manhattan epic. It’s a winking nod, one of many, at the 
novel’s layers of invention - it’s all parallel narratives and mul- 
tiple meanings, exploited naivete and escaped giant tigers, con- 
spiracies and astronauts and rampaging robots, a labyrinth of 
cultural arcana and self-reference, simulacra and virtual reality 
and all that post-post stuff - that both make its magnificence 
possible and stir its harshest critics. “I was trying to get at the 
way contemporary life can feel totally absurd, like a cartoon 
or simulation of some kind,” explains Lethem on a cell phone 
from somewhere, amiably previewing his impending appear- 
ance at the Texas Book Festival, “and yet we’re condemned to 
live in it and to taking it completely seriously. It has the power 
to break our hearts.” 

The title’s “Chronic” alludes to not only what’s become the 
most obvious association (Dre’s not dead) but to the inexorable 
nature of New York’s self-destruction and reinvention - a quali- 
ty the Brooklyn-identified Lethem finds embodied in the Upper 
East Side. “It’s the ultimate citadel of power and money,” he 
says. “But the far side of it is sort of this grubby, really pedes- 
trian place. What I wanted to get at is that this place could 
be so transformed by these projections of power and money 
and aspiration that it’s become a kind of virtual reality, a kind 
of bubble city, but then underneath that there’s always this 
undertow of normality, people just clinging to rent-controlled 
apartments and shopping for moldy apples at the Korean deli 
or whatever. The two coexist forever.” 

Of course, the role of the chronic shouldn’t be understated, 
either. When the woebegone Chase (whose astronaut girl- 
friend, stranded in space, writes him impossibly sad letters

that are published in The New York Times ) attaches himself 
to a former critic/broadsheet artist and instant mentor 
Perkus Tooth - both swirling in the outer eddies of bygone 
cultural currency - the two embark on a reefer-mad tutorial, 
freewheeling through an impossible maze of sociopolitical 
connections and esoteric associations, the kind only designer 
weed can fuel. It could be said that these rambles form the 


book’s core; it could also be said that their inclusion has 
made Chronic City vulnerable to being labeled a “stoner 
novel,” though not always disparagingly. 

For his part, Lethem is surprised at the focus on his inclu- 
sion of what is by now a formative part of most everyone’s 
experience. “It’s something people do,” he says. “I still ideal- 
ize that experience even if I don’t think it should necessarily 
last for too many years. It was a way of shaking off the received 
condition of normality. It’s also comic - and tragic - because 
it’s so brief-lived, and it collapses into the hunger for ham- 
burgers and the need for sleep. It sort of compresses the idea 
of questing to break from the ordinary and falling short into 
one chaotic evening.” 

Perkus’ compulsive searching - his embodiment of the act of 
“following every cultural clue to its utmost point of relevance, 
to believing that it’s significant to your own experience,” as 
Lethem puts it - is, of course, a mirror of but ultimately anti- 
thetical to the search for authentic connection. It’s clear that 
the search for emotional authenticity - and its doppleganger, 
the kind of clever, learned, connect-the-dots theorizing that 
can serve to keep authenticity at bay - is crucial to Lethem’s 

fun house of a tome. 
Alienation and return 
are Lethem’s landscape, 
the spectrum he swings 
in, but he pretty much 
always lands on the side 
of complicated humanity. 
“For me it’s a question 
of being driven to the brink of the inexpressibility of what 
you feel you see about the world,” he says. “For all he’s able 
to enunciate what’s wrong, Perkus suspects that he knows 
things that he can’t make anyone else feel, no matter how hard 
he tries. That’s when you become a kind of monster. Or self- 
destruct. Fortunately, it’s not usually a terminal condition.”

The Chronicle recently spoke with Atwood via phone, in 
a car, between hotels on her international book tour for The 
Year of the Flood, this fall’s follow-up to her speculative-fiction 
triumph Oryx and Crake.

Austin Chronicle: With the ubiquitous Internet 
presence of people these days, do you think in- 
person appearances will become more or less 
important for the promotion of books? 

Margaret Atwood: I think it’s probably going 
to be a little of both. You don’t need the personal appearances 
to make a connection of some kind; but once you’ve made the 
connection of some kind, then people are quite tickled when 
you turn up in person. I now have about nine thousand, six 


hundred new best friends that I’ve got since August the 20th. 
And they’ve started a Twitter feed, and my best friends are 
very helpful. If I get into trouble and I can’t figure out how to 
work my Wordpress blog, they’ll send me helpful hints, they’ll 
answer my questions and pleas for help. Some of them turn up 
at events and bring me organic coffee .... 

AC: What about the negative reactions to your remote book- 
signing device? 

MA: You must have read the early negative reactions, in which 
people didn’t understand what it was. They thought it was like 
an auto-pen, that it signed all by itself when you weren’t there, 
and it’s not like that at all. . . . My pen is the author on the one 
end, the thing that signs with ink in it on the other end, and 
the author is signing the person’s book in a different city. It’s a 
unique, one-off, one-time-only writing event 
- a unique pen-and-ink signature. Or it’s 
not just a signature. I mean, you can draw 
a picture of a cat, if you want, anything that 
you wish to. So the initial negative opinions 
turned right around, and now even book collectors, when we 
do these events, say “Could you write that this was signed by 
the long pen?” Because those ones are rarer.

AC: When you say “drawing a cat ” ... I 
understand that you’ve drawn comics in 
the past? 

MA: I still do them from time to time. 
There’s a series I was doing to make 
my publishers feel guilty called Book 
Tour Comics. 

AC: And did it work? Did they feel guilty? 
MA: No, no, you can’t make them feel 
guilty. They have no guilt. 

AC: I was at the South by Southwest Festival 
in Austin this past spring, and there was a 
Penguin publishers’ panel, and none of them 
seemed guilty, as you say, or shamed. But 
they did seem really fearful. 

MA: They should be fearful, because 
everything is moving. Remember when 
the wall came down, the Cold War wall? 
All the chess pieces that had been frozen 
in place for so long all started to move. 
And those moments of transition can 
be quite frightening, because nobody 
knows what’s going to come next. And 
this is what is happening with publish- 
ing and all forms of communication, 
such as newspapers, right now. Different 
forms of technology have changed the 
way people exchange information and 
tell stories, and nobody knows what 
the outcome will be. So, in a way, it’s a 
moment like the invention of the print- 
ing press, which let loose a whole bunch 
of things that were not anticipated. 


THE WHO’S WHO OF YOU Dan Chaon’s ‘Await Your Reply’ 


You are not who you 
were 10 years ago, five years 
ago, last week. Today’s you 
is tied to memories - your 
own and those around 
you. In his darkly elegant 
novel Await Your Reply, 

Dan Chaon takes readers 
on a journey of forgetting. 

“I find myself interested in 
the ways in which we con- 
ceptualize the people we 
are going to be, and that’s 
at least partially fiction,” 

Chaon says. “The paths 
people take are predicated 
on projecting the kind of 
person they want to be.” 

Chaon’s novel alter- 
nates between three sto- 
rylines: a twin on an end- 
less search for a missing 
brother who dons new identities seemingly on 
a whim, an orphaned recent high school gradu- 
ate who runs off with her former teacher, and a 
young man whose recently rediscovered father 
convinces him to shed his own identity. The 
three plots crash together as the book reaches 
an intriguing conclusion. 

The three-prong structure is becoming a 
Chaon trademark. He used it in his first novel, 


You Remind Me of Me, and 
his most anthologized 
short story, “Big Me,” flips 
between three realities 
experienced by a young- 
boy-tumed-man. “I real- 
ized you can build a novel 
like you build a short story 
collection,” Chaon says. 
“You can use 
the chapter as 
a building block 
that feels similar 
in construction 
to a short story. 

I really like that 
multiple points 
of view. I like 
the way you can 
create a lot of 
tension between 
separate narratives.” 

In high school, Chaon worked nights as a 
disc jockey at a Nebraska radio station and 
later played music in nightclubs, an influence 
that extends to his writing, which he compares 
to collage-making. “There’s something to be 
said for getting yourself in the right frame of 
mind,” he said of the playlists he compiles 
to listen to as he writes. “I tell my sons that 
when Daddy is wandering around the house 


or sitting staring out the window listening to 
music, he’s actually working.” For Await Your 
Reply, the playlist (viewable at www.last.fm) 
includes moodier songs by acts ranging from 
Kathleen Edwards and Tom Waits to Texans 
Salim Nourallah and Micah P Hinson. 

That music is another tether to identity for 
Chaon, who was raised by adoptive parents 
and wondered if fate could have given him 
another, different life. “In some 
ways I’m writing about lost peo- 
ple,” he says. “I’m writing about 
people who are able to slip loose of 
their lives because they don’t have 
that connection to family and com- 
munity and friends that you need to 
ground yourself to the world.” 

Chaon’s influences are clear- 
ly on display in his novel: from 
Raymond Carver and Alice Munro 
to science-fiction and fantasy greats 
Shirley Jackson, H.P Lovecraft, and Stephen 
King. But Chaon’s biggest influence is Ray 
Bradbury, whom Chaon wrote to as a junior 
high assignment. It developed into a cor- 
respondence that lasted a few years, and 
Bradbury gave feedback to Chaon’s first sto- 
ries. “If that had not happened, I may not 
have had the same confidence that led me to 
become a writer,” he said.

RETHINKING OUR PLACE IN THE FOOD CHAIN 

Jonathan Safran Foer’s ‘Eating Animals’ 


What began as the simple urge to think critically about 
what we put into our mouth-holes with an eye toward the 
care and feeding of a newborn turned into a three-year proj- 
ect for quirky postmodern novelist Jonathan Safran Foer. He 
has added his voice to the chorus of food pundits with his 
latest book, the nonfiction Eating Animals, most 
recently on Larry King Live, where Foer found 
himself debating the relative merits of eating 
meat alongside the president of the American 
Meat Institute, a foodborne-illness attorney, and 
Anthony Bourdain, among others. 

But Foer does not count himself to be a 
food pundit. “I consider myself a dad who 
spent three years thinking about this stuff,” 
he insists. “What was revealed to me on 
the show - I’m not a nutritionist, a farmer, 
a lobbyist, a cook; I’m not any of the kinds 
of things that might suggest I would know a 
lot about [the role of meat in one’s diet] - it 
was so obvious to me that these people know 
nothing. It really spoke to the 
places people have to reach in 
order to justify [eating meat].” 

The central argument of Eating 
Animals is not a case for veg- 
etarianism, although that could 
certainly be read as an underlying motive. Instead, Foer, 
through his own research and logic, makes a case for think- 
ing critically about what’s really going on in this country’s 
meat industry and the ethical challenges presented by 
those hard truths; in doing so, Foer gives a master class 


in rhetoric. He writes, for example, “If we were to one day 
encounter a form of life more powerful and intelligent than 
our own, and it regarded us as we regard fish, what would 
be our argument against being eaten?” Indeed, the way we 
talk about food and the way the industry talks about food is 
a buffet of bad argument. 

Of the pro-meat camp, he says: “I don’t know 
if it’s the case that they literally know nothing or 
if their arguments are so obscure that in order to 
make them they have to reach to the far edges 
of what’s reasonable. It’s a battle to make points 
rather than a struggle to find actual meaning.” 
And Foer is disinterested in making any defini- 
tive claims about the rightness or wrongness 
of eating meat. “The book leaves as an open 
question what people think of as being the 
most important to this conversation: Is it right 
or wrong to eat animals? What I found in my 
three years of thinking about it is that there is 
a very comprehensive argument against eating 
factory-farmed meat, or eating 
meat more generally, but it took 
me 300-odd pages to present 
that argument.” 

Foer’s project speaks to the 
practice in our society of the 
logical contortions we make in order to justify a practice that 
might be ethically suspect. Despite the discomfort it may 
cause, with Eating Animals, Foer sets forth a model of think- 
ing critically about big issues and facing the nasty truths that 
are revealed in the process. - Melanie Haupt

HER HISTORY Nadine Eckhardt’s ‘Duchess of Palms’ 


Nadine Eckhardt could have written a trilogy, sure. Her 
2008 memoir, Duchess of Palms, encompasses seven decades 
- or roughly six more than are covered by The Gay Place, 
the tri-part Texas classic novel penned by her first husband, 
the late Billy Lee Brammer - and the material could easily 
justify an epic. 

Instead, Eckhardt’s honed, elegant account of her life and 
milieu - her beauty-queen McAllen girlhood, marriages to 
Brammer and to U.S. Rep. Robert Eckhardt, 
long and complex associations with the Johnson 
administration and other D.C. heavyweights, 
and multiple incarnations at a sometimes ridic- 
ulously mythic, bohemian/political nexus of 
power, parties, and social upheaval - weighs in 
at just over 100 pages. 

That’s because Eckhardt keeps up. “The thing 
is, women live a long time,” she says by phone 
from her Austin home, where she is sorting out 
her meticulously kept archives. “Things just 
don’t stay the same. Our brains move really fast 
now, so I knew that I had to grab the reader - 
and to keep the reader, I was going to have to 
make it a fast read.” 

Duchess of Palms is that; it’s 
also a cheerful corrective to 
the revisiting and revisionism 
around the Fifties and early Sixties that’s been cropping up of 
late. While Eckhardt acknowledges the sort of tinkling bohe- 
mian glamour and just plain fun of consorting with Austin’s 
intelligentsia and D.C.’s power brokers in those decades, she 
also makes it clear that double standards, expectations of docil- 
ity, and having her work overlooked held little appeal for her. 

“For some reason I just didn’t buy the mores of the Fifties,” 
she says. “It was just so different. We still wore white gloves 


back then. The Sixties, with the Vietnam War and everybody 
smoking pot, that changed me a lot - and the women’s move- 
ment. And I’m still changing.” 

With wicked efficiency, Duchess of Palms flays the mythology 
of the rascally genius - artistic or political - who prevails in spite 
of himself (but by himself), laying bare the real, necessary, and 
usually unacknowledged work of the women around him. This 
demystification can take the form of exposing Brammer’s pen- 
chant for grilling Eckhardt about flirtations and 
affairs for his literary use - “That was a really tacky 
thing he did,” she says. “Because Bill was doing 
the same thing I was doing - he was having affairs” 

- or noting the prevalence of a Fauntleroyish 
obliviousness to the essential activities of political 
wives, from Eckhardt to Lady Bird. 

Not unsurprisingly, Eckhardt’s book makes the 
point that just because women were then able 
to control some aspects of their lives, expressing 
power and intelligence through available means 

- marriage, motherhood, and, in Eckhardt’s case, 
drop-dead beauty - doesn’t mean they weren’t 
still furious about the limitations. 

On the other hand, the 
Fifties’ notorious sexual 
repression (rumors of which 
seem to have been exagger- 
ated) largely passed her by. “I had a lot of great affairs,” she 
says. “I’ve pretty much always done whatever I wanted to do. 
I’ve had some incredible men in my life.” 

Eckhardt’s directness, humor, and uncanny insight prevail 
today, evidenced in her willingness to dub George W Bush 
a “little moron,” Bill Clinton “a drag” on Hillary, and LBJ a 
“blatant womanizer” who would warn her to “put on her run- 
ning shoes” when she visited but whom she deemed to be in 



possession of dealmaking chops John F. Kennedy could have 
never summoned. 

“I told somebody the other day that Obama should be chan- 
neling Lyndon and dragging Chuck Grassley in there and tell 
him he better get with the program,” she says, “and old Max 
Baucus and those idiots - kicking ’em in the butt. But Obama 
is being too fair.” 

Like I said, the woman keeps up. - Cindy Widner

He was busy for a year not 
consuming anything (no electricity, no paper products, 
no non-human-powered transportation, etc.) for his 
No Impact Project, which spawned a book, a blog, a 
movie (see Film Listings, p.82, for review), and an enviro 
superstar. Now, he’s busy accommodating the onslaught 
of press requests he gets from all around the world; 
he put some of that experience to the test when he 
recently spoke with the Chronicle from New York City.

Austin Chronicle: Do you really expect Texans to give up their 
air conditioning? 

Colin Beavan: What ways there are to 
adapt for Texans are different than the 
ways there are for me as a New Yorker, and 
I don’t think it’s my job to tell Texans what 
to do. It’s Texans’ job to do that. Part of 
my job is to wake people up to the pos- 
sibilities. If living in Texas means that we 
can’t turn off our air conditioners, then 
that points to making sure that we let our 
representatives know that we want our 
electricity produced renewably. 

AC: Did the press attention affect your environmental outlook? 
CB: Halfway through the year I went on Good Morning 
America and I said, “It’s not important that everybody does 
what I do; everybody has to do their own little bit.” I was 
almost backtracking from my own thing. The press storm 


came so early, before I had studied everything. The differ- 
ence now is I don’t think that’s really true. I actually think 
that the more each of us can do, the better. I think we’re in 
a real emergency, and we all have a responsibility. 

AC: How did the many media outlets you used pay off monetarily 
and personally? 

CB: I have to sell a lot of books before it pays off monetarily. 
One of the things that was amazing about the blog was that 
many people started gathering and reading and having dis- 
cussions. The book is hugely satisfying because it’s a place 
where I did get to sit down and put down my thoughts. ... 
The documentary is not my movie, but it attracts people 
that the other media don’t attract. ... I don’t control what’s 
in it, and it’s a little more like people talk- 
ing about me than me talking about me. 
But I also appreciate that it appeals to the 
sector that might not read books. 

AC: What about the critique that the No Impact 
Project was a stunt more than anything? 

CB: Some people are going to march on 
the Capitol, some people are going to get 
on their bikes, some people are going to 
call their senators, some people are going 
to be completely antagonistic to those approaches, but they 
are going to be willing to start looking at their own lives. 
The discourse tends to be this either/or approach, when it 
should be every shoulder to the door, every approach we 
can think of to engage people. If a little sensationalism is 
what it takes to get people to pay attention, then so be it.

Two thousand years ago, when the Romans 
destroyed the Jews’ Second Temple and then 
expelled them from Judea, they probably 
didn’t realize they were helping to create a 
new culture, but they were. Suddenly, the 
Jewish people’s physical and spiritual center 
was gone, replaced by individual rabbis lead- 
ing scattered congregations in foreign lands 
through obscure rituals and parsing even 
more obscure laws with one another through 
the written, rather than spoken, word. And 
thus began the great tradition of Jewish writ- 
ing that has stretched from the Talmud to 
Maimonides to Spinoza to Martin Buber to 
Philip Roth to Tin Pan Alley to Hollywood to 
The New York Times to Larry David and, even- 
tually, to Heeb magazine. 

For more than half a decade, Heeb has 
been the self-proclaimed voice of the new 
Jewish hipster: urban, assimilated, educated, 
American, cynical, worldly, and wordy, more 
Beastie Boys than Bar Kokhba but still conflict- 
ed enough about his/her place in the world to 
entertain the idea that religion and culture can 
coexist in the 21st century. 

Take it from Ben Greenman, a novelist, New 
Yorker editor, and contributor to Heeb’s new 
collection of Jewish storytelling, Sex, Drugs 
& Gefilte Fish. ‘Anytime you have a religion 
that’s also a culture,” he says, “and that’s so 
dispersed, the way you stay connected to it is 
cultural, especially for those living in urban 
areas who tend to be more secular. So that’s 
the question for Jews: Is it a religion? Is it a 
culture? Sex, Drugs & Gefilte Fish is an attempt 
to examine some of those issues.” 

Sex, Drugs & Gefilte Fish is the product of 
HeeVs “Storytelling” nights, where writers, 
comedians, and filmmakers jump onstage 
to shed light on their own particular cor- 
ner of the modern Jewish experience. After 
selling out shows across the country for 
six years, Heeb Arts Editor Shana Liebman

and her staff-mates decided it was time to 
compile the best of these stories and release 
a book. So we get humorist Andy Borowitz 
talking about the time he met Will Smith, 
comedian Ophira Eisenberg describing the 
one-night stand she had with a man who 
collected Garfield stuffed animals, and doz- 
ens of other tales of woe, self-deprecation, 
nostalgia, and therapy unfolding at summer 
camps, kibbutzim, and Hebrew schools 
around the world. 

Then there’s Greenman’s contribution, “A 
Field Guide to the North American Bigfoot,” 
which may not seem to have anything to do 
with Judaism but which he chose because so 
many of his fans kept telling him how Jewish 
they thought it was. “I hadn’t really thought 
about it before,” he says. “And maybe they’re 
right. It’s definitely an outsider story. This 
bigfoot is upset that his ex-girlfriend is getting 


married, and getting married in a church, and 
he feels like he’s on the outside of that experi- 
ence, which is very common in Jewish stories 
and Jewish culture. It has something to do 
with a certain kind of balancing between 
inclusion and exclusion, between a sense of 
inferiority and superiority.” Two thousand 
years after the Diaspora, still nothing seems 
quite so Jewish as a writer looking for his 
place in the world.

Many cookbooks 
are written, but few 
find the solid follow- 
ing that Rebecca 
Rather’s have found. 

From her small bakery in Fredericksburg, 
Rather’s renown expanded to the national level 
with the publication of her first book, The Pastry 
Queen. Her second, The Pastry Queen Christmas, 
took on traditional Christmas baking and 
Christmas celebrations. In this, her eagerly 
awaited third book, Rather expands on the 
theme of celebration, specifically Texas-style 
entertaining. Drawing on the bounty and unique 
foodways of our great state, Rather has put 
together six different collections of recipes: “Hill 
Country Garden Party,” “Gulf Coast Beach 
Bash,” “Homecoming,” “San Antonio Tex-Mex 
Fiesta,” “Big-City Cocktail Party,” and “West 
Texas Dinner Party.” Each collection groups 
together 15-20 recipes that work well within 
each regional theme for the home cook to 
choose from. A special symbol denotes recipes 
that can be made in an hour or less for hosts 
who wish to keep things quick and easy. 

What makes Pastry Queen Parties so worth- 
while is its authenticity. These are recipes that 
have been tested, recipes that prominent Texans 
actually rely on when entertaining. You can pic- 
ture yourself using them with confidence. 
Throughout the book we are introduced to 
notable hosts and hostesses from across the 
state, and in addition to the sought-after reci- 
pes, they graciously share their cooking tips and 
entertaining secrets with Rather and, through 
her, with us. The author continues to share her 
unique and delectable dessert creations, and 
Pastry Queen Parties is lavish with more than 
100 colorful and inspiring photographs of both 
food and festivity.

LIDIA COOKS FROM THE 
HEART OF ITALY: A FEAST 
OF 175 REGIONAL RECIPES

One of my favor- 
ite pastimes is read- 
ing cookbooks, and 
I own a small but 
well-represented 
collection. Some are 
for pure enjoyment and daydreaming. Others 
- like Diana Kennedy’s - for learning and 
challenging myself in the kitchen. Then there 
are those “for doing,” books whose pages have 
remnants of the recipe ingredients on them. 
Frequent readers already know that I love 
Lidia Bastianich, her cookbooks, and her reci- 
pes, and all of her books belong in the latter 
“doing” category. Her newest presents staples 
and traditional family recipes from regions of 
Italy that are often ignored or scarcely repre- 
sented in most cookbooks. Rather than expen- 
sive ingredients, frugality is at the core of the 
book. Like many home cooks, Lidia saves and 
uses everything, minimizing kitchen waste 
and helping the home economy. She uses 
Parmesan cheese rinds as flavoring in sauces 
and stocks, and leftover bread, rice, and pasta 
find their way into tasty new dishes. And 
although this is one of those cookbooks “for 
doing” rather than just “for reading,” I quite 
enjoyed reading the whole thing carefully, 
learning about gastronomic traditions of plac- 
es such as Le Marche, Liguria, and Abruzzo. 

Of course, reading this book makes you 
want to head into the kitchen, which I did. 

The recipes are neither fancy nor daunting, 
daring me to try new techniques and ingredients 
I hadn’t previously used. The cooler fall weather 
inspired me to start with recipes from Northern 
Italy, including Alto Adige, Valle d’Aosta, and 
Lombardy. I tried the roasted chicken with beer, 
flavored with carrots, parsnips, and fresh sage, 
using apple cider and Real Ale’s Firemans 4. I 


made good use of some local apples in the celery 
root and apple salad, followed by spaghetti with 
tomato-apple sauce for a delightful dinner with a 
delicate sweet-and-sour two-punch from the 
apples. Two recipes from Lombardy were perfect 
on a rainy evening: rice with butternut squash 
and almond cake alia Mantovana. An Umbrian 
dish of pork chops with capers, with a lemony 
flavor reminiscent of piccata, was delicious and 
easy. Having been intrigued by Sardinian cook- 
ing for some time, I was glad to see a chapter 
dedicated to the island’s unique cuisine, and I 
prepared the eggplant with tomato sauce using 
some eggplants and fresh basil from the garden. 

Clearly, this is not just another cookbook 
from a TV personality, but one that is carefully 
and lovingly written by someone who relishes 
learning and sharing the cuisine of her native 
country. I will turn to it time and again to find 
seasonal inspiration for everyday cooking.

and television culinary contributor, Giuliano 
Hazan has forged his own reputation as a 
champion of traditional Italian cooking. Thirty 
Minute Pasta: 100 Quick and Easy Recipes is his 
fourth cookbook. Here he strips authentic and 
flavorful Italian pasta dishes down to their bare 
essentials, presenting them in an organized and 
accessible style that even the most skill-chal- 
lenged of cooks can understand and master. 
Hazan won the International Association of 
Culinary Professionals award of Cooking Teacher 


of the Year in 2007, and his logical teaching 
methods really come across on the page. 

The beauty of these recipes is that they can 
all be assembled in about half an hour, using 
simple, uncomplicated ingredients. Hazan 
gives measurements that are practical and easy 
to follow (for example, herbs are measured by 
the sprig, onions by the half or whole), and 
when you follow the steps as he lays them out, 
there are no surprises. The recipe headnotes 
are full of history, personal stories, and inter- 
esting background, and the tempting photos 
add to the richness of the book. 

Recipes are divided by main ingredient of the 
sauce, and vegetarians will be giddy at the 
options available. Under the vegetable section, I 
cooked a penne with spinach, onion, and ricotta 
with just a hint of cream and nutmeg, and a 
dusting of parmigiano. A deconstructed ravioli is 
superb, fast, and simple; a linguine with shrimp, 
mushrooms, porcini, tomato, onion, and a little 
cream makes you really appreciate the combina- 
tion of briny sweet shrimp and rich earthy por- 
cini. Hazan’s latest tide just keeps on satisfying, 
with so little effort on my part. It’s a valuable 
addition to the kitchen library. - Mick Vann

It’s a deliciously inventive idea - collecting 
recipes from stars of the famed Austin City Limits 
series on PBS. Author Glenda Pierce Facemire 
has worked as head makeup artist for the show 
for 20 years and gathered these recipes, gar- 
nished with photography largely by master ACL 
photographer Scott Newton and peppered with 
artist and band bios plus other tasty tidbits. 

It’s not just working at Austin City Limits 
that gives Facemire her credentials. She’s been 
employed by all four major networks and PBS, 
plus CNN, BET, CMT, BBC, HGTY MTV A&E, 
Good Morning America, Nightline, 60 Minutes, 
E!TV, and many more. That experience taught 
her a thing or three not only about her art but 
about how to deal with celebrities, something 
that came in handy with coaxing recipes from 
the likes of Loretta Lynn, Dr. John, Sarah 
McLachlan, and Femi Kuti. 

The book is divided into chapters that begin 
naturally enough with tongue-in-cheek appetiz- 
ers like Willie Nelson’s Tequila Mango Salsa 
and continue through the courses to mouthwa- 
tering desserts such as Neko Case’s Hounds- 
tooth Chocolate Chip Cookies. Beautifully 
designed to resemble a vintage album cover, it 
is obviously a coffeetable book. It sprawls 
across a kitchen counter, the layout doesn’t 
always lend itself to reading easily while cook- 
ing, and who wants to risk dropping a glob of 
butter on a $35 book? (Just copy the pages on 
your scanner to use in the kitchen.)

The UT Press has cornered the market on Texas barbecue coverage this year, first with Wyatt 
McSpadden’s stunning book of barbecue photographs, followed by the perfect companion volume, 
a collection of oral histories that chronicle a tme American regional cuisine. UT American studies 
professor and oral historian Elizabeth Engelhardt and an intrepid team of 1 1 graduate students spent 
months interviewing legendary Central Texas barbecue folks. This book is the result of their dedica- 
tion to Texas culinary history. They conducted what could possibly be the final interviews with 
legendary Taylor pit master Bobby Mueller, longtime Smokey Denmark sausagemaker Jim McMurtry, 
and Houston-area church barbecue matriarch May Archie. They recorded Rick Schmidt’s version of 
the infamous Kreuz Market family feud and heard the history of Taylor Cafe’s two jukeboxes from 
Vencil Mares. They gained valuable insight into the history of segregated East Austin’s African- 
American business community from Ben Wash and learned the Hispanic holiday traditions sur- 
rounding barbacoa from Aurelio Torres. The book is rich with Texas barbecue myths, family histories, 
poignant anecdotes, and colorful tales, with nary a recipe in sight. It’s a delectable combo platter of 
Texas barbecue, suitable to savor. - V.B.W. 



Oakland ghetto apartment into an urban farm 
and became a player in the game. It wasn’t the 
part about her raising vegetables in a ghetto 
that made me want to be her. It was the part 
about her raising and then slaughtering her 
own meat, raising chickens and ducks and 
even her own Thanksgiving turkey, and then 
making them dinner. 

I was brave enough to open the Eastside 
Cafe, with its own organic garden on Manor 
Road in the 1980s, when the street was 
riddled with prostitutes and crack dealers 
and people were being shot to death two 
blocks away. But could I ever be as brave as 
Novella Carpenter and take a chicken I had 
raised from a chick, slit its throat, and pull 
out its still-warm guts? Her book made me 
want to be. Could I ever be as brave as she 
was when she bought two baby pigs and fed 
their insatiable appetites for six months by 
Dumpster diving at restaurants in Oakland 
and San Francisco and then having them 
slaughtered so she could have the experi- 
ence of making her own prosciutto and sop- 
pressata ? I don’t know, but I intend to find 
out. Susan and I now own the land we’re 
going to farm in East Austin, and I already 
have my own restaurant Dumpster to dive 
in. We’ll be in the front row during 
Carpenter’s panel discussion, learning 
everything we can. - Dorsey Barger 


INQUIRIES INTO THE NATURE OF 
SLOW MONEY: INVESTING AS IF FOOD, 
FARMS, AND FERTILITY MATTERED

Many of us are familiar with Slow Food, the 
movement that exhorts followers to buy locally 
grown and sustainably produced products; to 
savor real, honestly prepared foods; 
and to place greater value on the 
art of dining. Now there’s a move- 
ment called Slow Money, which 
like Slow Food urges investors to 
connect their money to real com- 
munities and sustainable business 
practices that respect the environ- 
ment, soil fertility, and small-scale 
food production in order to realize 
only modest returns on endeavors 
that benefit society at large. 

The Slow Money movement is the brainchild 
of veteran venture capitalist and entrepreneur 
Woody Tasch, who argues in Inquiries Into the 
Nature of Slow Money that money moves too fast 
in today’s mainstream market. Conventional 
investment practices have unreal expectations 
about rate of return, and this has fostered the 
situation in which attaining high returns 
becomes the sole focus of money management. 
All other considerations - humane business

practices, environmental viability, responsible 
lending, even honesty - become secondary con- 
siderations, if they are considered at all. Modem 
corporate capitalism erodes the relationships 
between producer and consumer, product and 
value, people and the land they inhabit. 

Inquiries Into the Nature of Slow Money is 
Tasch’s manifesto for a movement he hopes 
will attract a new type of investor and alter the 
path of America’s misplaced 
financial priorities. It outlines his 
vision of a sustainable fiduciary 
practice based on three principles: 
quality products, small-scale busi- 
ness endeavors that help solve 
social problems, and a strategy of 
community-building that inte- 
grates sustainable food growing, 
manufacturing, and distribution. 
Conversational and informative, 
the book comprises a series of 
loosely linked essays on the urgency of rethink- 
ing how we invest and spend our money. Tasch 
peppers his mminations with jokes, anecdotes, 
and even poetry with a performer’s ease. On 
the heels of the first Slow Money National 
Gathering, held in September in Santa Fe, 
N.M., and the Texas Book Festival, Tasch will 
also be speaking to a group of Austin commu- 
nity leaders, investors, and food heroes at an 
invitation-only event on Nov. 3. - Rachel Feit

1976 was a downright horrific year, if you 
were me. My parents, already well aware of 
my budding interest in all things cinematically 
macabre, shepherded me to the local Loew’s 
in our tiny village of Pittsford, N.Y., to see my 
first Alfred Hitchcock film - Family Plot - 
which, as it turned out, also happened to be 
the director’s underrated swan song. 

But entry-level Hitch was just the droll, 
Bruce Dern beginning of my own personal red 
(for the blood), white (for the pallor), and blue 
(hello, cyanosis!) Bicentennial annum. There 
were return trips to the Loew’s - syrup-sticky, 
crushed-popcorn-flecked, lousy-line-of-sight 
seating and all - for Carrie, The Omen, Dino 
de Laurentiis’ remake of King Kong (predict- 
ably, Rick Baker’s nifty gorilla suit impressed 
me way more than Jessica Lange’s feature 
debut), and Burnt Offerings, the only one of 
the flickering, 24-frames-per-second bunch to 
give me honest-to-goodness night terrors. (I 
dare you to watch it by yourself, alone, in the 
dark, and then tell me Oliver Reed’s final 
moments don’t freak you the hell out.) 

Like I said: ’76 was one long, supercool 
nightmare for 10-year-old me. True, by that 
point I was already a dab hand-of-glory at 
devouring all things horrific. I’d been scour- 
ing the local newsstand cum soda shop’s 
magazine racks for my monthly fix of mon- 
ster-kid mags - Famous Monsters of 
Filmland, Castle of Frankenstein, Creepy, 

Eerie, Vampirella - for ages, or maybe just a 
couple of years, and Harryhausen, Bradbury, 
and Serling had long before (read: two years) 
replaced Washington, Jefferson, and Adams 
as the founding fathers of my own, personal 
October country. 


And then, on Halloween weekend, my mon- 
ster-mad, Froot Loops-fueled, preteen self 
stumbled across a staticky cathode-ray trans- 
mission seemingly beamed from some previ- 
ously forbidden planet directly to my parent’s 
Zenith Solid-State ChromaColor II TV, and 
from there into my gob-smacked li’l towhead. 
Fiddling with the rabbit ears, blissfully 
unaware of the electron gun firing through the 
phosphor-coated screen less than 24 inches 
from my face, I beat the ionosphere, sun- 
spots, and whatever other outta-sight interfer- 
ence there was and pulled in a whole new 
way to spend Saturday afternoons. 

Through sheer blind luck and the stubborn 
perseverance of the very young, what I had 
chanced across was the now legendary 
Monster Movie Matinee on Syracuse, N.Y.’s 
WSYR Channel 3, hosted by the always unseen 
Dr. E. Nick Witty (Get it?! I didn’t.) and his lab- 
coat-clad, hunchbacked assistant Epal. From 
that point on and for every single Saturday 
until my family lit out for Texas in 1980, I knew 
there was nothing wrong with my television set, 
and I made no attempt to adjust the picture. 
They were controlling it, not from the outer lim- 
its but from Syracuse, of all places. 

That first matinee, in October ’76, I sat 
enthralled and watched Vincent Price in 
1959’s Flouse on Flaunted FiiU. It’s a classic 
now, sure, but at the time it was a black-and- 
white revelation that instantly added another 
name to my rapidly growing list of really neat 
filmmakers: William Castle. 

Over the next several years, other Castle 
flicks - 13 Ghosts, Mr. Sardonicus - would 
crop up on WSYR’s afternoon horror buffet, 
and, unsurprisingly, I devoured them whole. 


But my favorite William Castle film was 
always (and still is) 1964’s rarely seen The 
Night Walker. It’s a surreal bad dream of a 
film, clearly shot on a meagre budget but 
phantasmagoric nevertheless, scripted by 
Psycho author and occasional Castle collabo- 
rator Robert Bloch and featuring a mesmeriz- 
ing turn from no less than Barbara Stanwyck. 
It’s probably Castle’s most atmospheric and 
original film, which may be why it never had 
any of the master showman’s gimmickry 
attached to it, and also why it seems to have 
virtually vanished - like a dark dream-walk 
over rotten floorboards - into the “Not Yet 
Available on DVD” zone. 

Which is a bum break for Castle fans, 
because with the release this month of the 
5-disc, eight-film (and one helluva documen- 
tary) The William Castle Film Collection (Sony/ 
Columbia, $80.95), Castlemania is back in 
form and looking as crisp, clean, and genially 
spooky as never before. 

Fans of the director - John Waters chief 
among them - have long enthused over 


Castle’s ingenuity both behind the lens and, 
more famously, in his roadshow ballyhoo 
releasing gimmicks: techniques later tweaked 
and adopted by everyone from The Blair Witch 
Project to the Alamo Drafthouse. The certifi- 
ably cool news with The William Castle Film 
Collection is that, amidst a veritable coffin- 
load of featurettes and supplementary mate- 
rials, the set offers a chance to actually see 
those same glorious marketing strategies in 
action, as they happened, thanks not to the 
magic of “lllusion-0” or “Percept-0” but via 
actual footage collected/orchestrated at vari- 
ous Castle films as they opened across the 
country, often by Castle himself. 

So not only do we get to see the mad, 
bad, dangerous-to-know Jean Arless wielding 
a “surgical knife” with all the feral glee of 
Sarah Palin gutting a deer in the 1961 
Psycho- homage Flomicidal, but we also get 
Castle’s own self-reflexive newsreel footage 
of the film’s standing-room-only opening night 
in - where else? - Youngstown, Ohio. 

Also of note to monster kids who grew up 
glued to their own Friday evening/Saturday 
afternoon monster shows is the inclusion of a 
trio of Castle films never before released on 
DVD: 13 Frightened Girls!, Zotzi, and The Old 
Dark House. The latter two are, well, wacky in 
an almost Disney-esque, Son of Flubber meets 
American International Pictures’ “beach party” 
series style and, while fun to watch as a foot- 
note to Castle’s horror output, are strictly for 
Castle completists. (Both star future Newhart 
regular Tom Poston, which is weird enough 
when you think about it.) 

I’m still waiting for a proper release of The 
Night Walker - with a score by The Addams 
Family themester Vic Mizzy, how could I not? 

- but Sony’s done more than even this 
creepy-crawly kid could have hoped for with 
The William Castle Film Collection. I mean, 
c’mon, how often do you get to see Joan 
Crawford practice chopping a dummy’s head 
off with an axe three times in a row? Not 
often enough, to be sure. ■ 


(VIDEO) GAME NIGHT 

Multiplayer games bring the party

When did the party die for gamers? When did video games 
begin to forgo two-player options for online play? How come I 
can’t play a top-of-the-line racing game on a split screen any- 
more? I know some of the reasons - computing power being 
the main culprit with the graphics-laden games of today - but 
a racing game without a same-system two-player option is 
intrinsically broken in my mind. 


Picking up the slack, of course, are the Wii and music 
games like Rock Band that use a more natural controller sys- 
tem to suck in the nongaming community. As an experiment, 
I gathered a panel of friends ranging from experienced gamers 
to a deprived man who had never played a video game out- 
side of an arcade ever. The goal was to see what recent multi- 
player games have to offer gamers and the ungaming masses. 

First up was the Olympic-themed Deca Sports 2 (Konami, 
$30) for the Wii. The Wiimote, as usual, became the great 
equalizer. The imprecision of the controller made speed-skat- 
ing and road-racing neck and neck almost every time, regard- 
less of previous experience. We never got the hang of the 
controls for mogul skiing or dodgeball (a painful disappoint- 
ment), but ice hockey and synchronized swimming simplified 
the gameplay just enough to make them accessible and 
entertaining. Overall, the 10 games were spotty at best, but 
we found the games’ limitations to be the most fun. Failing 
garnered as many laughs as winning did cheers. 

The promisingly titled Game Party 3 (Warner Bros., $30) 
offered simple games that took us from the lounge (darts, bil- 
liards) to the country club (minigolf, racquetball) and out to 
the sports zone (quarterback challenge, hoop shoot). You 
would think that what makes carnival games or beer pong fun 
is the proximity to a carnival or beer or, for a double whammy, 


a Dave and Buster’s. In fact, these games (and Wii simula- 
tions thereof) can be fun on their own - especially when your 
friends are the opponents. We started with the hoop shoot 
that involved shooting baskets repeatedly, resulting in sore 
arms if played more than twice in a row. After much name- 
calling and less-than-family-friendly trash-talking (inappropriate 
for any game rated “E”), there were often calls for a rematch. 
However, there were 18 other games to be played. Darts and 
minigolf stood above the rest in that they rewarded practice 
without an undue amount of frustration, adding to an uncom- 
plicated and enjoyable Wii title. 

Switching over to the PlayStation3, we four grabbed our 
controllers and took control of comic-book heroes in Marvel 
Ultimate Alliance 2 (Activision, $60). This more immersive 
experience made quick fans of us for its chaotic play and the 
inescapable geek-out factor. MUA2 rewards communication 
and teamwork with passage to more powerful enemies. The 
action gets bogged down in plot-driven cut-scenes occasionally, 
but they are helpful as bathroom breaks or team strategy 
sessions. Marvel became the biggest hit of the night - for 
the gamers and the nOObs - with more shouting and a great- 
er sense of victory than the Wii titles. The only thing that 
slightly spoiled this game night with friends were arguments 
over who got to play as Wolverine. ■

Heads Up

“V” stands for “visitors” in the new ABC 
series that premieres next week, but it could 
also stand for “vroom.” In a few breathless 
minutes, V’s pilot episode sprints from the 
gate so quickly and effortlessly, viewers have 
no choice but to hold on tight and enjoy 
the ride. Even though a lot of information is 
densely packed into those first few minutes, 
viewers remain upright, without a trace of 
confusion and eager for more. 

A remake of the 1980s miniseries, the tim- 
ing couldn’t be better for this updated ver- 
sion. Sure, it can be added to the list of series 
that deal with the paranormal, but V has the 
drive of an action/adventure more akin to 24. 
And it lacks the languorous mysteriousness of 
series such as Heroes and Lost, and it avoids 
the mild pretensions of Fringe. V is essen- 
tially a sci-fi series about aliens who come to 
Earth, led by an enigmatic leader called Anna 
(Morena Baccarin). Firefly fans will remem- 
ber Baccarin as the lovely Inara Serra, the 
professional “companion” on that short-lived 
series. In V, she’s equally alluring, but this 
time with a slight edge. She claims the visitors 
come in peace to befriend mankind - but is 
that all they have in mind? Strongly divergent 
feelings about the visitors and what they 
have to offer mankind soon begin to splinter 
humans into opposing camps as the visitors 
continue their highly visible goodwill efforts. 

The large ensemble cast features many 
familiar faces. At the head of the list is 
Elizabeth Mitchell. The Lost alum (last seen 
as Juliet, being sucked into a well) stars as 
FBI counterterrorist agent Erica Evans, who 
makes a potentially disturbing discovery 
about the visitors. Her suspicions are sup- 
ported by Father Jack Landry (Joel Gretsch, 
The 4400), a Catholic priest disturbed by how 
quickly many are following the visitors with 
no questions asked. But it’s hard not to fall 
under the visitors’ thralldom, as Erica discov- 
ers when her son, Tyler (Logan Huffman), 
quickly joins their forces to spread the mes- 
sage of hope the visitors are cultivating. The 
visitors’ PR machine is aided by Chad Decker 
( Party of Five's Scott Wolf), an ambitious TV 
news reporter who Anna has singled out for 
exclusive one-on-one interviews. While Chad 


knows this access will catapult his career, he 
can’t help but be troubled by the unspoken 
demands from Anna and the visitors. 

Unlike its 1980s predecessor, this rendi- 
tion of V has the added bonus of employ- 
ing contemporary special effects, which 
makes it even more compelling and realis- 
tic (and less the tragically poufy hairstyles 
and fashions of 1983). The series also stars 
Morris Chestnut, Lourdes Benedicto, 
and Laura Vandervoort. 

V premieres Tuesday, Nov. 3, at 7pm 
on ABC. 

Although I’ve already seen the pilot epi- 
sode, I’m going to Twitter during the broad- 
cast premiere. Log on, and see if you have 
anything to add to the chatter. 

Also Premiering ... 

Austin-based filmmaker Nancy Schiesari 
explores the ritual of getting inked among 
military soldiers on their way to and from 
Iraq in her newest film, Tattooed Under 
Fire. Filmed in and around Fort Hood in 
Killeen, Texas, the film starts out as a simple 
documentary about camaraderie and patrio- 
tism but soon becomes an elegy for the 
walking wounded. What is so startling is 
the profound trust each of the soldiers has 
for the camera, telling his story evenly and 
calmly while the enormity of his pain sim- 
mers beneath his words and is echoed in the 
small scream of the tattoo needle. Also touch- 
ing is the perspective of Roxanne Willis and 
her team of tattoo artists, who are easily old 
enough to be parents to many of the baby- 
faced soldiers. Doing their work cuts deeper 
than expected, particularly when they see 
soldiers off for the second, third, and fourth 
deployments. Overall, a stunning series of 
first-person accounts about the casualties of 
war and the effects of post-traumatic stress 
disorder on soldiers and all who come in 
contact with them. Not to be missed. 

Tattooed Under Fire airs Nov. 10 at 9pm 
and Nov. 12 at lam, on PBS.

Directions to See a Ghost 

It’s not all peace and love in the local psych community. After 
an acrimonious split earlier this year, Adam Demetri, owner of 
the event production company Live Music Capitol, is bringing liti- 
gation against the Black Angels over the rights to the Austin 
Psych Fest. “They’re trying to take the name and roll with it,” 
says Demetri, who secured a permit for the first happening at the 
Red Barn in March 2008. “I’m the guy who lost $8,000 to do it 
each time.” The Angels, who headline Mohawk on Friday, Oct. 31, 
aren’t losing any sleep over the matter. “Adam had nothing to do 
with booking,” counters guitarist Christian Bland via e-mail. “That 
was 100% me. Therefore, without the Black Angels, there would 
be no Psych Fest.” The Angels are planning to host the two-day 
Austin Psych Fest No. 3 in April, while Demetri is booking the 
“Official Psych Fest” around that same time, touting Robby Krieger 
of the Doors as a possible headliner. Meanwhile, the Austin Psych 
Fest 2 DVD is due in December. The concert film features a mini- 
documentary on Sky Saxon’s brief tenure in Austin with Shapes 
Have Fangs.

Robin Shivers (1956-2009 


A tireless and beloved philanthropist, Robin Shivers was one 
of Austin music’s patron saints. For nearly three decades, she 
volunteered with the Seton Healthcare Network and worked 
behind the scenes in the local music community, assisting oth- 
ers in ways that only she could. Shivers, 53, died unexpectedly 
on Monday night. The cause of death is unknown at this time. 
Her husband, businessman Allan "Bud” Shivers Jr., the son 
of former Texas Gov. Allan Shivers, is in the Seton medical 
facility with pneumonia. “She was more than a visionary,” 
remembers longtime friend Susan Antone. “She followed 
through and made her visions a reality. She was so creative, 
honest, and lovely; she had a way of doing things that were so 
helpful. I don’t think I’ve ever known a better person.” Shivers 
helped organize the annual KLRU fundraising concerts and 
managed Loose Diamonds, but most importantly, she helped 
create the Health Alliance for Austin Musicians, the local 
nonprofit that provides low-cost dental, medical, and mental 
health services to more than 1,000 Austin musicians. “Her 
life was a testament to giving back,” wrote HAAM Executive 
Director Carolyn Schwarz in a statement Tuesday. 


For Those About to Rock 


Already a Rock & Roll Hall of 
Fame landmark, the future home 
of Austin City Limits will be 
named Moody Theatre, after a 
$2.5 million contribution last week 
from the Moody Foundation of 
Galveston. The donation begins 
KLRU’s $6.5 million capital cam- 
paign to purchase and install HD 
equipment as well as digitize 
ACL’s archives. According to KLRU 
general manager and CEO Bill 
Stotesbery, the remainder of the money will come from solicita- 
tions, along with government grants made available to PBS stations. 
The construction for the 2,500-capacity venue - roughly $30 million 
- is being handled by the owners (Stratus Properties Inc., Canyon 
Johnson-Urban Funds, and Willie Nelson), who are anticipated to 
contract the theatre’s management to Live Nation, a move that 
could shake up the local booking landscape. As for the new building, 
which is scheduled for completion in early 2011, Stotesbery stress- 
es that the ground level of the studio is comparable to that of its 
current location and that the third tier, where the majority of the seat- 
ing is, won’t likely be used for the tapings. “We’re confident that we 
can maintain the intimacy of the performance,” Stotesbery says. 

Are You Experienced 4 ? 

Applications are now being accepted for the city’s music 
program manager, a new position within the Economic 
Growth & Redevelopment Services Office which gains fund- 
ing from a vacant Austin Energy job as part of the adopted 
budget for 2009-10. Such is the consolation prize of sorts for 
the Live Music Task Force, which recommended the creation 
of a music department within city government, an idea that 
was shot down in June due to its budgetary implications. 
According to public information manager Melissa Alvarado, 
the program manager isn’t meant to replace a music depart- 
ment but will serve many of the same functions, including serv- 
ing as liaison for the Austin Music Commission. “This is 
what’s feasible for the time being,” says Bobby Garza, an aide 
to Council Member Mike Martinez and a member of the Live 
Music Task Force. “This person will be the face of the music 
community at the city level.” The job posting will remain open 
until filled.

The saga of Augie Meyers

On the yet-to-be-compiled list of Top 10 All-Time Rock & 
Roll Keyboard Riffs, Augie Meyers is a lock. 

For a musician most notable as a sideman, Meyers boasts 
a career few can match. Ever since his Vox organ on the Sir 
Douglas Quintet’s “She’s About a Mover” branded the 1965 
hit with Texas twang to his Grammy-winning work with the 
Texas Tornados, Meyers has stood on a Hall of Fame lifetime. 

If Doug Sahm was what Rolling Stone’s Chet Flippo once 
termed a “walking talking Austin Chamber of Commerce,” 
Meyers is the godfather of San Antonio rock, poster child for 
staying and playing on the Alamo City’s home team in the 
Texas league - white boy, vato, soul man, musician. His career 
has crisscrossed cultural boundaries for decades. 

Like Sahm, he looms large not only in the musical back pages 
of San Antonio, but of Austin, San Francisco, Scandinavia, and 
points in between. His potent stew of rock, blues, country, 
and conjunto is at once distinct and distinguished. Along the 
way, he’s written songs like “Hey Baby Kep Pa So” that stand 
as anthems to the nowhere-but-Texas Lone Star attitude. 

Start cementing those Top 10. 

The English Vox 

“I was looking at a magazine in ’62 and saw a picture of a Vox. 
So I went down to San Antonio Music and said, ‘I’d like to get 
one of these.’ 

“The man said, ‘That’s from England.’ I said, ‘Can you get it?’ 

‘About two weeks later he calls me and says: ‘I wrote a letter, 
and they cost $285! Costs close to 300 bucks and they want $60 
freight!’ I said, ‘I want one.’ 

“He got me the first one in America.” 

Meyers is perched on a stool in his home 
office, his trademark braid dangling all the 
way down his back as he leafs through a 
scrapbook of memorabilia. He lives with 
wife Sara Ramirez-Meyers in San Antonio’s 
northern suburbs, not far from her parents. 

That’s a long way from the 87 acres of the 
Bulverde, Texas, farm he was raised on and 
inherited from his grandparents. He comes 
across a yellowed page of blue-lined note- 
book paper in the scrapbook, crooking a 
long index finger at a name written in pencil. 

Mike Smith, it reads, an address and phone 
number beside it. 

“The Dave Clark Five came to town. I 
opened the show [in the Goldens], and 
Doug played [with the Markays]. I got 
offstage and heard in the background, ‘The 
Dave Clark Five aren’t going on - their 
organ is broken.’ 

“I said to them, ‘I have a Vox.’ 

“‘But we need an English Vox,’ they said. ‘I got an English 
Vox,’ I said. 

“They came in the dressing room and Mike Smith, the 
singer, was like, ‘He’s got a bloody fucking Vox!’ They played 
it, and afterwards I told him, ‘Yeah, I’d like to go to England 
some time,’ and he gave me his address and phone number 
and said, ‘You get to England, call me.’” 

These days, that encounter would be just another show, but 
in the mid-1960s, rock concerts were rare events. San Antonio 
then boasted a thriving rock scene and market that attracted 
the best package tours and young British acts invading these 
shores. The Rolling Stones played their second and third shows 
in the U.S. in San Antonio. 


Meyers was already an established player when the Dave 
Clark Five came to San Antonio. He’d started playing at a 
young age when a bout with polio kept him at home develop- 
ing his piano playing, though he of course logged time in his 
parents’ comer store. On one such occasion, he met another 
12-year-old similarly inclined to music and already known for 
his playing. He wouldn’t cross paths with Doug Sahm again for 
several years. 

By 1964, Meyers’ Vox was pumping for the Goldens. Gigs 
like this were becoming increasingly more common, plus you 
never knew who you’d mn into at them. 

“When Doug was through with his set, Huey Meaux came 
backstage and said, ‘Hey, you got long hair and Doug’s got 
long hair.’ I said, ‘Yeah, we know each other.’ He said, ‘Why 
don’t you put a band together and let’s knock the shit out the 
English chart thing?’ 

“So Doug called a few days later and said, ‘Bring your Vox 
and come to the Blue Note.’ I did. A few weeks later, he wrote 
a song about a couple that used to dance there, called ‘She’s a 
Body Mover.’ They said you can’t put it out; it was too risque. 

“It was late ’64. We changed it to ‘She’s About a Mover.’” 

Where Life’s Such a Groove 

A slightly more colorful version of the Sir Douglas 
Quintet’s origin may be apocryphal but just as memorable. 
Louisiana producer Huey Meaux, the Crazy Cajun, locked 
himself in a hotel room with a stack of Beatles records, drink- 
ing wine and trying to decipher the secret of the Fab Four’s 
musical appeal. A few bottles later, Meaux decided it was 
the beat, almost a Cajun two-step. Like 
Sam Phillips looking for a white boy with 
a black voice, he set his sights on Sahm 
and Meyers. 

Not only did Meaux successfully 
mask the Sir Douglas Quintet as Brits, 
the group sent two hits up the charts 
with “She’s About a Mover” and “The 
Rains Came.” Built respectively on 
the Beatles’ “She’s a Woman” and an 
obscure cover, the songs influenced the 
young San Antonio Latino rock scene 
they were born out of, Meyers’ organ 
riffs substituted for old-fashioned accor- 
dion. Alongside ? & the Mysterians’ 
“96 Tears” and Sam the Sham & the 
Pharaohs’ “Wooly Bully,” Meyers’ Vox 
pumped the sound of the moment. The 
SDQ went on package tours and played 
club dates and TV, urged to speak in 
English accents by Meaux. 

“Huey wanted all us to say, ‘Sir Doug,’ ‘Sir August,”’ 
chuckles Meyers. “Trini Lopez is the one who, when we did 
Hullabaloo, said on television, ‘These guys are from my home 
state of Texas.’ Everyone went: ‘W hat? We thought you were 
English!’ The jig was up.” 

In more ways than one. Revealed as Texans was one thing, 
being busted was another. A minor pot bust disbanded the 
Quintet for the first time, and by March 1966, Sahm had 
headed off to San Francisco. 

“When Doug got popped in ’65, we couldn’t leave Texas for 
three years,” explains Meyers. “I put a band together called 
Lord August & the Visions of Lite. We cut records and played 
around Texas.

“Huey managed us: ‘Y’all gotta dress, look 
nice. Don’t never go out onstage with holes in 
your tennis shoes and blue jeans and T-shirts 
with stains on them. People wanna see nice. 
They don’t wanna see what they look like.’ So 
we dressed all the time. At first, Huey said to 
wear white gloves, so when we went onstage, 
we’d take our gloves off and throw them out 
to the audience. After two months, Huey said: 
‘We’ve been through 500 pair of gloves, and 
they cost $2 apiece. No more glove throwing.’ 
We didn’t throw no more gloves.” 

Lord August & the Visions of Lite domi- 
nated San Antonio’s rock scene from 1966 to 
1968, playing clubs like the Pusi-Kat and the 
Mystic Moor if you were over 18 or the Teen 
Canteen if you weren’t. They dropped the 
Continental Army-look with the white gloves, 
growing their hair well past the Beatles style 
into the nascent hippie look. While playing 
with local bands such as the Chayns, Cain’s 
Children, and Rocksand, they also opened for 
touring acts like the Yardbirds. 

Texpatriate Sahm, meanwhile, took to the 
West Coast groove like he’d been bom with it. 
Meyers joined him in California, bringing along 
Harvey Kagan from the Visions of Lite. Hitting 
the charts again in 1969 with “Mendocino,” 
the new Quintet was back in business. 

Western Heads 

As an anthem to the 1960s, “Mendocino” 
also served as a closing theme to the decade. 
With Sahm and Meyers teamed again in Jagger- 
Richards symbiosis, it became clear that “the 
Quintet” was the two of them and whoever 
they brought along for the ride, usually a com- 
bination of Texan and Bay Area musicians. 

“Mendocino” brought with it not only a 
head-bobbing beat set to Meyers’ Vox, but 
its rootsy aura was a harbinger of progressive 
country, a sound fostered in the Golden State, 
Texas, outside Nashville, and anywhere else it 
could get a foothold. 

“[After the Quintet], we’d moved back 
from California, and Doug said, ‘What do you 
want to do?’ I said, ‘Why don’t you get a bajo 
[sexto] , and I’ll get me an accordion, and we’ll 
play conjunto music.’ He just said, ‘Wow!’ 

“Because if you really look at ‘She’s About a 
Mover,’ it’s a polka with a rock & roll beat. It’s 
a backbeat. What I’m doing on the Vox organ 
is what a bajo would do. So he got a bajo, and 
we started doing stuff. ” 

Their “stuff” caught the attention of Atlantic 
Records’ Jerry Wexler, who brought Sahm and 
Meyers into the studio for the sessions that 
became 1973’s Doug Sahm and Band. “Band” 
was an understatement; the lineup included 
Lone Star pals such as Jack Barber, Atwood 
Allen, and Flaco Jimenez, plus Dr. John and 
Bob Dylan, who contributed “Wallflower.” It 
was a glorious recording, a transcendent work 
that still holds up tougher than ever, making 
songs such as “(Is Anybody Going to) San 
Antone” part of the Sahm mythos. 

The Atlantic recording at the start of the 
cosmic cowboy daze and the critical acclaim 
that came with it bought Meyers the freedom 
to make his own music in Texas while Sahm 


bounced between San Antonio, Austin, and 
the coasts. Meyers, with his first wife, Carol, 
and son Clay, formed the Western Head Band, 
country music for hippies who liked to rock. 

The Western Head Band headlined weekend 
nights at Soap Creek and the Opera House 
in Austin, playing festivals like the Kerrville 
Folk Festival and opening tours. Western Head 
Music Co. came out on Polydor in 1971, 
Meyers going on to record various albums with 
lineups that included the late Chris Holzhaus, 
Jack Barber, Mike O’Dowd, and David Zetner. 
The organist also got into business, starting his 
own Texas Re-Cord label and recording titles 
such as You Ain’t Rollin’ Your Roll Rite. 

Yet country wasn’t the only change in the 
1970s. Around 1977, punk rock reared its 
Mohawk, and by the time the Sex Pistols 
plundered Randy’s Rodeo in San Antonio the 
following year, there was no turning the tide. 
Punk’s sharper dressed cousin New Wave 
then began cherry-picking 1960s garage rock, 
and one of the primary sounds fleeced was 
Meyers’ keyboard hooks. He nods. 

“Willie came in, the Opera House was 
going, and cosmic cowboys came along, and it 
changed, but Austin back in the old Soap Creek 
times, God, those were the days I loved.” 

Meet Me in Stockholm 

Ever the businessman, Doug Sahm saw the 
punk movement for what it was, a borrowed 
sound emanating once again from England. He 
reconvened the Quintet, this time with Speedy 
Sparks, Alvin Crow, and sometimes young 
Shawn Sahm. 1981’s Border Wave fused Texas 
groove into the New Wave mold, once again 
with Meyers’ Vox front and center on such 
songs as a reworking of the Kinks’ “Who’ll Be 
the Next in Line” and a prescient cover of the 
13th Floor Elevators’ “You’re Gonna Miss Me.” 

What the 1980s held for Meyers couldn’t 
have been predicted. He and Doug Sahm 
signed to the Swedish label Sonet, and “Meet 
Me in Stockholm” became one of the region’s 
biggest chart toppers ever, sending Midnight 
Sun to platinum heights. Touring Northern 
Europe proved wildly successful while Meyers 
took the opportunity to release albums of his 
own on Sonet: 1982’s Still Growin’, 1984’s 
August in New York, and 1986’s Augie’ s Back. 

My Main Squeeze, however, came out in 
1986 on Atlantic and Meyers’ new label Super 
Beet Records. The indie label head got into it 
with Atlantic Records over distribution and 
ended up on the phone with Jerry Wexler. 

“Jerry said, ‘What do you want to do?’ 
Huey Meaux heard about this and called me, 
‘Whatever you do, brother, get your publish- 
ing back.’ Jerry said okay. 

“I had to buy everything in the warehouse 
back. They punched a hole in all the album 
covers. I had to buy 600 records and maybe 
7,000 CDs, 400 or 500 45s. Had to go bor- 
row from the bank and refinance my car, but 
I bought my publishing and my contract back 
from Atlantic Records. Then Doug called and 
said, ‘Hey, Warner Bros, wants us!’ I said. ‘I 
don’t want no more from labels.’

'Hey Baby Kep Pa So’ 

“Before I met Sara, I was in 
New York, staying at my son’s, 
sleeping on the couch. I was play- 
ing accordion, and this woman [I 
was seeing] said, ‘Why you always 
playing that Mexican music?’ I 
said, ‘I like it.’ 

“She said, ‘I don’t,’ so I said, 
‘There’s the door, sweetheart.’ 

“So she got up and left. 

“I didn’t hear from her for three 
weeks. So I wrote: ‘Hey baby, que 
paso? I thought I was your only 
vato.’ I wrote the song and record- 
ed it. About six months later, it 
was getting some radio play and 
she calls to say: ‘All my friends’ 
kids love that song. They’ve all got 
that record and I tried to get a 
copy of it ....’ 

“I said, ‘You can buy it at Wal- 
Mart.’ She hung up on me. 

“When I was living in 
Stockholm, Sweden, in the early 
Eighties, we did a lot of TV. I’d ask 
them how to say, ‘Hey, how you 



doing out there in Stockholm?,’ so 
I could write it down. Well, you 
know ‘que’ in Spanish has the ‘Q,’ 
but over there a lot of people 
can’t understand it, so I wrote

On the Westside, that’s the way 
they talk.’” 

‘Dinero’ 

“I was in a Mobil station 
one time, putting gas in my car. 
This guy drives up in his Camaro 
convertible with two nice ladies, 
a cooler of beer in back, and 
no money. 

“‘Hey, vato man, you spare a cou- 
ple of dollars, man?’ ‘What for?’ I 
ask him. 

“‘I’m outta gas and got two 
chicks. You want a beer, man? 
We’re just looking for a party, 
man.’ ‘Yeah, I’ll take a beer,’ I 



said, and took one and gave him 
a couple bucks.

“Doug said, ‘Let’s get Freddy Fender.’ I said, 
‘Let’s get Flaco.’ We got the four together at 
Slim’s in San Francisco, and that’s how the 
Tornados started. Two shows a night, 500 
people standing in line, sold out four shows. 
Both Atlantic and Warner said, ‘Whatever you 
want.’ But they had to really coax me to sign to 
a major label. I was scared of them, still am.” 

Down on the Border 

The Texas Tornados became the most suc- 
cessful Tex-Mex supergroup ever, winning a 
Grammy in 1990 for Best Mexican-American 
Performance for the song “Soy de San Luis” 
from their self-titled debut. It was a huge vic- 
tory on both sides of the cultural fence, but 
especially for Meyers, who’d stayed close to 
home as Sahm bounced around Europe and 
Canada. Suddenly, the music they’d known 
and played all their lives was more than rel- 
evant. It was marketable and making money 
as Zone of Our Own and Hangin on by a Thread 
came out in 1991 and 1992, respectively. 

“We grew up going to the Westside, where 
there was Flaco and Mingo Saldivar and 
Santiago Jimenez,” recalls Meyers. “We’d go see 
them where white people didn’t go. We’d be in 
a club by Spanish guys with dark sunglasses 
whispering: ‘Hey vato! Man, what are you 
doing here?’ ‘Just come to see Flaco.’ ‘What 
are you looking at?’ ‘Nothing!’ ‘You calling me 
nothing?’ Then we get onstage, and after we’re 
through, it was, ‘Hey let me buy you a beer!”’ 

The Tornados’ success was liberating, allow- 
ing all four stars to play in various combina- 
tions as well as solo. Meyers released White 
Boy in 1995 and in 1996 Alive and Well at Lake 
Taco , which served as an ersatz greatest hits 
album that featured his Tornados favorites, 
“Dinero” and “Hey Baby Kep Pa So.” In 1997, 
Bob Dylan asked him to play on Time Out 
of Mind , and the next year, the Quintet rein- 
vented itself on Elektra Records with S.D.Q. 
’98. Life was grand. Then came the phone call 
from son Clay in November 1999. 

“I talked to Doug the day before, told him I 
was flying to Phoenix with Freddy. He said he 
was going to Taos, gonna hang out there, maybe 
buy five acres of land, said he wasn’t feeling well. 
I said: ‘Doug, you’re manic-depressive with high 
blood pressure. Go get checked out.’ He said: 
‘Naw, I’m fine. I got a doctor in Frisco.’ I said,

‘He’s a hippie doctor with herbs and health 
foods.’ ‘No, man,’ Doug said, ‘he’s cool.’ 

“But he was up there, in a hot tub, and you 
don’t get in a hot tub with high blood pres- 
sure. He got out and called Deborah [Hansen, 
Doug’s girlfriend] around 10 o’clock and said, 
‘I feel bad.’ She said, ‘Go to a doctor now.’ He 
said, ‘I’m gonna take a few vitamins and go to 
bed.’ She called him an hour later and he didn’t 
answer, called two hours later and he didn’t 
answer. She figured he’d gone to sleep. Next 
morning she called and he didn’t answer. 

“She knows he gets up at 7:30 and starts 
making coffee, smoking a joint. She called the 
front desk and said to go look. They found 
him in the room on the floor in his underwear. 
I hope when he went down he wasn’t laying 
there suffering. I’ve often thought about that. 
I turned around, came home to Texas. Freddy 
stayed on the road.

I’ll be honest, I go 
onstage and I say, ‘Doug, be there with me.’ 
And every time I’m there, he’s with me. 

“Sometimes Shawn calls and says, ‘Boogie - he 
calls me Boogie - what’s happening?’ Sometimes 
I stop for a second because he sounds so much 
like Doug. When he’s playing, I close my eyes 
and the hair on the back of my head goes up and 
my hands shake. When we’re doing a Quintet 
song, it’s just like Doug onstage.”

“The thought of playing without Pop, I 
couldn’t fathom.” 

The anguish in Shawn Sahm’s voice is 
audible. 

“Guys like Augie have finesse to their craft 
and an understanding of the music that allows 
them to execute it in a way very few people 
can. Yes, it’s two chords and simple, but you 
can’t fake the feeling he gives it. Onstage every 
night I say how much I love him, and I mean 
it. If it wasn’t for Augie, I don’t know how I 
would have made it through.” 

The Tornados survived, touring occasionally 
with Lee Roy Parnell and then Roy Head, until 


Shawn Sahm stepped in. Without a Sahm, the 
Tornados missed a fearless frontman. With 
Shawn, who’d first stood in his father’s mighty 
shadow on the cover of Rolling Stone in 1968, 
the mojo was back and, early in the new mil- 
lennium, so were the Tornados. Then Freddy 
Fender was diagnosed with cancer. 

“I was with Freddy at the last shows,” says 
Meyers, speaking softly and looking at a framed 
photo of the Texas Tornados on the wall. 

“Freddy and I were in L.A. at a steak house 
[New Year’s Eve, 2005], and he couldn’t finish 
the last 30 minutes. He said, ‘Take over, broth- 
er.’ I took over the show, ‘Happy New Year!’ 
And everybody went home. Next morning, at 
the airport, I had to get him a wheelchair and 
get him through Southwest Airlines. The look 
on his face, he knew he was defeated. ‘I think 
it’s over,’ he said. 

“And it was.” 

Riding the Highs All Day 

Augie Meyers keeps everything. Surrounding 
the scrapbook page with Mike Smith’s note 
from 1965 are more than the usual show fli- 
ers, tickets, contracts, newspaper clippings, 
and yellowed ads. A page from TV Guide the 
week the Quintet played Shindig! flashes past 
as he flips through the book, the group’s name 
underlined in heavy blue ballpoint ink. 

His new album, Country, came out at the 
end of summer, a low-key, beautifully crafted 
recording displaying the many faces of country 
music. Like all of Meyers’ CDs these days, it’s 
a family affair, his wife, Sara, having designed 
Country and son Clay playing drums on half 
the tracks. Listening to his compositions, it’s 
clear that Augie Meyers is a romantic at heart. 

“The romantic end of it, yeah, I like that 
part. I remember years ago when Huey Meaux 


used to say, ‘If you’re gonna write songs, write 
something people can relate to, like being 
happy or if they’re sad why they’re being sad.’ 
So I always try to write my songs on that.” 

Meyers’ voice is not a polished one. It’s 
rough and often flats when he sings. It’s also 
distinctive and leather- tough, evocative and 
alluring, and suits his music much as Neil 
Young’s voice fits his. His compositions glue 
the Quintet’s and Tornados’ catalogs, yet one 
song written in the early 1970s seems to be 
his personal theme, “High Texas Rider.” Its 
popping bass, wicked guitar, loping beat, and 
uncomplicated lyrics make it the right candi- 
date: “Well, I’m a high Texas rider, riding the 
highs all day.” 

Recently, Meyers was awarded a gold record 
for the Sir Douglas Quintet’s Scandinavian 
Years, a CD reissue that’s gone platinum since 
the gold record. The news helped alleviate the 
shock of a routine checkup at the doctor that 
landed him in intensive care with near kidney 
failure. That caused him to cancel a September 
tour and slowed Country’s promotion, but 
daily dialysis at home keeps him going, and 
a trip to New York to play a tribute to Jerry 
Wexler is imminent. With the long-awaited 
new Texas Tornados disc due and a subsequent 
tour planned, he still has work to do. 

So when that list of Top 10 All-Time Rock & 
Roll Keyboard Riffs gets made, Augie Meyers 
can take his place among the best. And when a 
list of Top 10 Texas Rock & Roll Keyboard Riffs 
is compiled, Augie Meyers will be No. 1. ■

Country (El Sendero) 

Whatever genre Augie Meyers lays pretense to, his defining 
Vox Continental organ cuts it eclectically with the classic Tex- 
Mex sound running rampant through his keys. Country lays its 
roots in honky-tonk but settles equally at home in the cantina, 
even brandishing touches of Meyers’ San Antonio R&B. At its 
core the album cries classic country heartache, wincing with 
enough steel guitar to scar the hardest cynic as Meyers’ halt- 
ing, raw vocals drawl loneliness through “I Can’t Believe My Eyes,” “She’s Not You,” and 
“Just Another Day,” yet the bleeding waltz fiddle of “I’d Be Ashamed” is balanced by the 
swinging “Hey Sarita” and “Good Chance for Romance.” Between bookenders “Sometimes” 
and “Going Back to Tijuana” calling up the Texas Tornados, Meyers’ playfulness never rises 
to the level of 2006’s My Freeholies Ain't Free Anymore, but “The Pain of Her Leaving” sub- 
tly winks the son of San Antone’s knowing spirit.

The Quintessential (Small Stone) 

Five mammoth jams on five different labels, 
not including singles and compilation tracks, 
culminate in spontaneous metallurgists Tia 
Carrera’s The Quintessential for Detroit rock 
indie Small Stone Records. The barely har- 
nessed monster-truck pull of the local trio’s 
2003 debut on Perverted Son, The November 
Session, a radioactive sandstorm (34-minute 
closer “J Bankston Manor”), ripened on the 
sweat-lodge doom of a vinyl-only follow-up for 
Emperor Jones before peaking on the deeply 
baked crop circles of 2006’s eponymous 
Australian Cattle God bow. The Quintessential, 
then, most resembles 2007 Arclight Records EP Heaven/Hell, where two main move- 
ments split a half-hour. Here, needling sonic prologue “Home” and acoustic backwa- 
ter “Hazy Winter” sandwich three main tracks, cauldron stewed by Jason Morales, 

Erik Conn, and Andrew Duplantis, bassist Curt Christenson subbing in for Son Volt’s 
Duplantis on one track. The droning Persian accents of “The Unnamed Wholeness,” 
sewn with Ezra Reyonlds’ keyboards, loose Morales’ serpent (Gibson) SG, which writhes 
to the primal summons of Conn’s Bonham-esque toms. Kashmir, Tierra del Fuego, 

Saturn - feel the burn, layered lysergic phosphorous. At 22 minutes, it bottles one of Tia 
Carrera’s quintessential jags. “Gypsies” mucks about at relative speed-metal length - six 
minutes - banding together Buddy Miles and Hendrix before disappearing into the quick- 
sand of “New Orleans.” Humid, bottomless, the 15-minute consumption can’t match the 
sparks of “The Unnamed Wholeness,” but its Southern sludge reeks pungently verdant. 
Quintessence: “The fifth and highest element in ancient and medieval philosophy that 
permeates all nature and is the substance composing the celestial bodies.” 

(Tia Carrera shakes Beerland Friday, Oct. 30.)

Written and recorded in 10 days, this debut 
collaboration is a testament to just how deeply 
these two songwriters sympathize with each 
other’s work, revealing a shared penchant 
for evocatively detailed images that blossom 
into visceral narratives. Depending on who’s 
taking the lead, the tone shifts from the barn- 
yard solitude of Johnson’s 2004 solo bow, 
Vultures Await (notably “Lenore’s Lullaby” and 



“All Gone, All Gone,” his eerily beautiful duet 
with Tiny Vipers), to the brutal detachment of 
Molina’s Songs: Ohia (“For as Long as It Will 
Matter,” “Wooden Heart”), but the pace never 
quickens - nor should it. There’s a stark poi- 
gnancy to the way in which the two alternately 
complement the music. That’s most apparent 
when they meet halfway, “Twenty Cycles to 
the Ground” and “Almost Let You In,” Molina’s 
high tenor softening Johnson’s coarse delivery.

Ten years ago,

Foster wrote about personal circumstanc- 
es and struck a universal chord. Revival 
finds the Del Rio native again facing life- 
changing events and writing some of the 
best songs of his career. Foster’s now 
dealing with the death of his father and a 
reunion with his son, who spent the past 
12 years living in France. The opening one- 
two of the high revved “A Little Revival” 
and the wailed honesty of “Forgiveness” 
put the listener on alert. What follows is 
serious stuff, Foster laying out his guts 
without being overbearing or trite. “Angel 
Flight,” a co-write with Darden Smith, is 
notable for its subject matter, a tribute to 
pilots who bring fallen soldiers home, as 
much as the donation of royalties to sup- 
port families of the Texas National Guard. 

It’s not gospel, but Foster’s Revival is righ- 
teous testimony to the power of uncom- 
mon candor and ringing guitars.

deEP end 

Following up 2007’s lovely Hello, 

Avalanche, the Octopus Project’s new 
five-song EP, Golden Beds, on formerly 
local label Peek-A-Boo, tastes the rainbow,

(“Wet Gold”) to more familiar ambient ter- 
ritory (“Half a Nice Day”), but it points to OP’s desire to break its 
electro mold. It also marks the appearance of more vocals in the 
mix, a nice counterpart to the harder edge here, and since it’s such 
a visually stimulating band, Golden Beds comes with seven videos. 
Quite an efficient EP. Continuing on the efficiency tip, ATX quintet 
Pataphysics’ 3-inch Pam EP drops four on the floor, the sweet 
trot of “She Took a Whole Lot of Acid” and harmonies of “Don’t 
Die” more pensive and focused than the off-the-rails pop-punk of 
2008 LP Take a Look Out Your Window. The Black & White Years 





follow up last year’s self-titled debut buzz with the five-song Nursery 
Myths, a taste of what their sophomore album might sound like. It’s 
not far from the dancey synth-pop of their Jerry Harrison-helmed LP, 
Scott Butler’s vocals a tad overindulgent here and there, safe music 
for hard times. One band not interested in safe music is studded 
leather cabal Krum Bums, whose Same Old Story (TKO) continues 
digging into the hardcore punk wound opened on 2007’s As the 
Tide Turns. “Dead New World” and “Sons of Nothing” don’t churn as 
much as snarl like England, ’76. FTW. - Audra Schroeder

(Cyclopean Records), 
a Texas chain saw 
massacre at 45 rpm. 

“Societal Collapse” 
charges behind Brian 
Boeckman’s grind- 
core thrashing and 
the napalm grunts of 
guitarist Chris Ulsh: 

“Humanity shows its 
weakness in the accep- 
tance of death.” The 
flip-side shifts gears, 
at times recalling 
the early prog-metal 
fury of Mastodon, 
but the band needs 
more time and space 
to develop. A 7-inch 
split with Birmingham, 

Ala.’s Legion (Nuclear 
Solution) tacks on a 
two-part sequence 
for good measure, 

“Anxiety Onset” and 
“Unnatural Death.” 

Ignitor’s third LP, The 
Spider Queen (Cruz del 
Sur Music), unravels 
a nine-scene power- 
metal opera, com- 
plete with a prologue 
and epilogue. Local 
metal mainstay Jason McMaster voices the 
entire cast in a manner that rekindles King 
Diamond’s Mercyful Fate, but the story hinges 
on the Maiden guitar twists and tightly wound 
rhythm section. It’s an impressive feat. Too 
bad Mala Suerte and the Flood weren’t 
asked to take part in the Melvins’ Chicken 
Switch remix project as both locals conjure 
the doom-metal forefathers. Mala Suerte 
keeps things slow and low on The Shadow 
Tradition (lllwill Recordings), weighed down 
by Gary Rosas’ drawl. It’s a monolithic spell 
peaking on the 20-minute closing title track, 
which hopefully hints at what’s to come. The 
Flood adds a bit of humor to the equation 
with its Toshi Kasai-produced Back to Sleep. 
Improving by leaps and bounds from the trio’s 
2007 debut, Power to the Sheeple, these 
demented state of the union addresses take 
on Guns n’ Roses (“Old Goat Bones”) and at 
least one Red River institution (“Fuckemo’s 
2008”) with enough guitar lacerations to go 
around (“Neva Eva”). Proceed with caution.

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In 2002, following an acrimonious family debate, the head of late baseball 
slugger Ted Williams was cryogenically frozen in the hope that science will some 
day learn how to revive dead people. An employee of the Arizona lab that stores 
the head recently disclosed some inside shenanigans, according to a September 
report in the New York Daily News. According to the employee, to keep Williams’ 
head from sticking to the inside of its storage carton, it was placed on an empty 
BumbleBee tuna fish can inside the container, but the can itself then stuck to 
the head and had to be whacked off with a monkey wrench. (Since the lab’s 
work is secretive, only first-person reports are likely to emerge on this story.) 


LEAD STORY 

The human brain’s 100 billion neurons 
may have such specific functions that a few 
electrically charge only upon recognition of a 
single celebrity, such as Oprah Winfrey or 
Bill Clinton. University of California-Los 
Angeles researchers, studying the healthy 
cells of pre-op epilepsy patients, inadver- 
tently discovered this unusual property, 
which apparently varies with individuals but 
remains internally consistent, whether the 
celebrity is represented by picture, name, or 
sound. Patients were presented “hundreds 
of stimuli,” one researcher told The Wall 
Street Journal in October, but “the neuron 
would respond to only one or two.” For 
example, neurons were found that reacted 
only to Jennifer Aniston, only to The 
Simpsons, only to Mother Teresa. 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

High-Maintenance Goddesses: In 
Ahmedabad district, India, in September, 
Ramveer Singh Baghel, 35, sliced off his 
tongue as an offering to the goddess Amba. 
His sacrifice made him an instant deity in 
the local temple, delaying his trip to the hos- 
pital. And two weeks later, in a village in 
Bargarh district, India, a 19-year-old woman 
cut out her tongue, hoping, she said, that 
the Shiva temple’s resident goddess would 


halt the woman’s imminent arranged mar- 
riage and allow her to pick someone closer 
to her age. 

Adventure in the Bush: In June, after a 
monitored, endangered marsupial (a woylie) 
was killed in West Australia, scientists set 
out to recover the expensive radio collar 
transmitter it was wearing, but as they 
approached the signal, a 6-foot-long python 
swallowed the woylie and collar. The scien- 
tists captured the snake, intending to wait 
for the collar to pass through, but poachers 
broke into the Department of Environment 
and Conservation’s shelter and stole the 
python, surely intending to sell it. According 
to a June report in The West Australian, the 
scientists, aided by authorities, eventually 
picked up the radio transmissions again, 
arrested one poacher, and freed the snake 
from its impending life of captivity. 

In a delicate, two-hour procedure at a hos- 
pital in Newport Beach, Calif., in September, 
firefighters carefully sawed off the inch-thick 
metal dumbbell-tightening ring into which a 
man had inserted his penis three days earli- 
er. He told surgeons his plan was to length- 
en the organ, to, as he put it, “make me the 
chief of my tribe.” By the time he got to the 
hospital, his member was swollen to more 
than twice its normal size, and sawing the 
ring off (without cutting the skin) was the 
only way to save it. 


BRIGHT IDEAS 

The mayor of the Paris suburb of Levallois- 
Perret, faced with the overcrowded highway 
D909 through town, “solved” the problem 
recently by making the street one-way, send- 
ing traffic speedily into the adjacent town of 
Clichy-la-Garenne. That city’s mayor (a politi- 
cal rival of the Levallois-Perret mayor) react- 
ed by making his portion of D909 one-way 
back toward Levallois-Perret, creating a 
dilemma at the city limit. Other authorities 
are working to resolve the impasse. 

Chutzpah! In the tiny East Texas town of 
Tenaha, police allegedly extorted traveling 
motorists by subjecting them to bogus traffic 
stops, perhaps finding small amounts of 
drugs, and then offering to forgo prosecution 
if the motorists would forfeit their cars and 
other property. The forfeited items were then 
sold to fund a special police recreation 
account. Last year, the American Civil 
Liberties Union of Texas filed a federal civil 
rights lawsuit against both the police and 
local prosecutor Lynda Russell, and in 
September, Russell asked the state attorney 
general if she could pay her legal expenses 
from the alleged extorted recreation account. 

HYPERACTIVE SENIORS 

1) Ella Orko, 86, was arrested in Chicago 
in August (her 61st arrest) and charged with 
shoplifting $252 worth of groceries and sun- 
dries (including anti-wrinkle cream). 2) 

Earlier this year, Richard Ramsey, 77, finally 
fulfilled a dream he said he’d had since age 
13: He surgically became a woman. He had 
been living occasionally as Renee Ramsey 
following a 20-year military career, partly 
spent as a Green Beret. 

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

Judge James Morley dismissed animal cru- 
elty charges in September against former 
Moorestown, N.J., Police Officer Robert Melia 
Jr., who had been caught in 2006 attempting 
to sexually gratify himself using calves’ 
mouths. Because the state has no anti-besti- 
ality statute, Melia was charged with animal 
“cruelty,” but Judge Morley said he was uncer- 
tain whether the acts were “cruel” or merely 
confusing. He reasoned that calves would nor- 
mally recognize an appendage in their mouths 
as the prelude to food. If the calf could speak, 
said Judge Morley, it might merely say: 
“Where’s the milk? I’m not getting any milk.” 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

Major Denial: In September, David McKay, 
28, finally pleaded guilty in Regina, 
Saskatchewan, to obstruction of justice after 
initially lying to police officers who were try- 
ing to serve a warrant on him from an earli- 
er incident. McKay had repeatedly claimed 
that he was “Matthew” and not “David 
McKay,” even at the station house, when a 
search revealed that “David McKay” was tat- 
tooed on his shoulder.

The Aquarium at Rockport Harbor provides a peek into the 
underwater world of the more than 300 miles of Texas coastline. The 
aquarium compensates for its small size by having a lot of heart. 

“Our goal is to 
entertain and educate 
our visitors,” says 
Jerry Lewis, president 
of the nonprofit organi- 
zation that maintains 
the 13 tanks and 
cares for the dozens 
of fish on display. “Our 
hope is that by making 
our visitors aware of 
the local environment, 
they will make better 
stewards.” 

The Texas Gulf 
Coast supports an 
amazing diversity of 
marine life, most of it 
hidden beneath the 
waves. There are more 
than 460 different 
species of fin fish, as 

well as sea cucumbers and sea horses that live along the coast. Some of the native Texas 
fish are beautiful, such as the Sergeant Major with its blue and black stripes, while others are 
prehistoric-looking bottom-feeders like the sea robins. 

Operated almost entirely by volunteers - there is a paid site manager - the aquarium relies 
exclusively on donations. Even the admission is based on the generosity of the guests. 
Opened in 2007, the nonprofit aquarium has received grants to replace the walls of the 
60-year-old former maintenance barn on the wharf and to build a water filtration system. 

You won’t see a dolphin show at the Aquarium at Rockport, but you will see a sampling of 
Texas coastal aquatic life. The four 1,200-gallon tanks represent different environments and 
the creatures that inhabit the bays, reefs, and jetties along the coast. This is a chance to see 
shrimp pre-cocktail sauce and sea trout unencumbered by breading or tartar sauce. 

The marine life on display is usually there on a temporary basis. Lewis says because the 
conditions in the tanks are so ideal, the fish tend to grow very rapidly - for example, the hun- 
gry redfish that grew to 24 inches long before he was returned to the bay. “Reds will eat any- 
thing, and he nearly ate everything,” Lewis said. That wasn’t as near-disastrous as the great 
egret that flew in through the back door to grab a meal from a tank. 

All of the featured specimens are donated by fishermen, Aransas County Navigation District 
personnel, and the Texas Parks & Wildlife Department. In fact, the aquarium traces its roots 
back 62 years to a small sea-life exhibit at the TPWD Marine Lab next door. The laboratory’s 
tanks were a popular but little-known attraction until they were closed in 1987. 

“So many people aren’t aware of what’s here in our bays,” Lewis says. “It’s really a very 
beautiful and sensitive environment.” 

The Aquarium at Rockport Harbor is at 702 Navigation Circle, overlooking Aransas Bay. The 
aquarium is open Thursday through Monday from 1 to 4pm, and admission is free. Besides 
the fish tanks, the aquarium has fun and educational activities for children, a seashell collec- 
tion, and a gift shop. Well-behaved dogs are welcome to visit. For more information, call

The UT Longhorns may have saved their season in one frantic 15-min- 
ute stretch last Friday. Down 2-0 at home to Texas Tech with less than 20 
minutes to play, the Horns rallied to tie on goals by Amanda Lisberger 
and Emily Anderson, then went on to beat Colorado on Sunday - 1-0 in 
double overtime on the first career goal by freshman defender Sophie 
Campise. They can finish second in the Big 12 by beating Texas A&M in 
College Station, 7pm Friday, Oct. 30, the regular season finale. 

It can be a cruel game. In their final home game of the season on 
Friday, the St. Edward’s women outshot Newman 32-5, had 15 corner 
kicks to the Jets’ one, and earned an overtime penalty kick. But they 
couldn’t find the net, and Newman snuck one in against the run of play 
with 40 seconds left in the second overtime, handing the Hilltoppers their 
first conference loss of the season. Their game at 15th-ranked Incarnate 
Word this Friday will decide the conference championship. 

The St. Edward’s men are peaking at the right time - though just 5-7-2 
overall, they’re in first place in the Heartland Conference, with a five-game 
conference win streak in which they’ve outscored their opponents 11-1.

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Murder Ballad Murder Mystery 

The Vortex, through Nov. 7 

Running time: 2 hr 

The older I get, the more I seem to enjoy plays and films that 
have no obvious linear, narrative plot. When I first saw Charlie 
Kaufman’s Synecdoche , New York, I thought it was the finest, 


deepest, greatest film I had seen in many 
years, so I was surprised to read reviews 
that excoriated it for its shallowness and its 
indulgence. It only goes to show, there really 
is no accounting for taste. 

I have a feeling 
that some might 
react to this Vortex 
Repertory-Tutto Theatre 
Company co-production 
of Elizabeth Doss’ 
original musical with 
similar confusion and, 
perhaps, even deri- 
sion. But I can’t recall 
seeing many Austin 
theatre productions 
in the last 20 or so 
years so seamlessly 
perfect as this one. I’m 
tempted to give most 
of the credit to director 
Dustin Wills, but I hesi- 
tate to do so. While 
certainly Wills was the 
guiding hand, every ele- 
ment of the production 
contributes mightily to 
its overall effect. 

Take Doss’ original 
script, which seems 
set in some unnamed 
part of Appalachia. Its 
focus is death, and 
it’s filled with it. Sister 
kills sister, father kills daughter, mother kills 
father, strangers kill strangers, and that’s 
just the first act. But rather than stirring hor- 
ror and revulsion, the deaths are perversely 
loving or revoltingly comic, and all are set to 
music. Two of the songs particularly stand 
out: Content Love Knowles stops the show 
in the first act with her rendition of “You 
Got What You Deserved,” and Mark Stewart, 
accompanying himself on guitar, fascinates 
in the second act with the strange ballad 
“The Night I Didn’t Kill You.” 

Or look at set designer Lisa Laratta’s 
transformation of the Vortex space, which 
I’ve never seen used more effectively. Ramps 
and platforms span the walls. Actors splash 


through a pool of water center stage. Rope 
and spookily glowing lanterns hang sus- 
pended from the ceiling, and shanks of rope 
adorn the walls. Actors crawl onto the stage, 
slide onto it, scamper up and down ladders, 
and are hoisted to the 
roof. And the back- 
ground for all of this - 
well, I just don’t want 
to give this delightful 
surprise away. If you 
want to know what 
major scenic element 
dominates the stage, 
you’ll just have to see 
it for yourself. 

Or consider Mark 
Stewart and Andy 
Tindall’s original, 
evocative bluegrass 
music, which accom- 
panies most of the 
action, played by a 
band of four on banjo, 
guitar, mandolin, and 
fiddle. And while, for 
me, Robert Pierson’s 
growling father Tom 
and Hilah Johnson’s 
detached and weary 
Agatha stand out, 
the entire ensemble 
of actors commits 
completely and utterly 
to this broad, bizarre 
vision of a backwoods community gone com- 
pletely and utterly mad. 

In writing all this, I don’t want to imply that 
the production is transcendent. Nothing is, 
really. Even I found it self-indulgently ridicu- 
lous when Caden Cotard used a dropper to 
put fake tears in his eyes in Synecdoche , New 
York. But that moment was the exception that 
proves the rule: In order to achieve great- 
ness, great risk must be undertaken, and 
you’ll be hard-pressed to find a riskier pro- 
duction in Austin this year than this strange 
string of ballads and mysteries, best summed 
up in the final lines of the final song of the 
show: “How lucky to be dead. How lucky to 
be singing ... tonight.” - Barry Pineo

Nosferatu 


Dougherty Arts Center, through Oct. 31

When I was in sixth grade, I knew a teacher who owned a 
fancy camera. This camera had a recorded voice that would 
issue stern advice on occasion, such as when she needed 
more light to get a good exposure. “Too dark!” it would tell 
her. “Use flash!” 


Weird City Theatre Company’s Nosferatu is 
a dark play. Very, very dark. So dark that you 
can’t always see what’s happening. Would 
that there had been a recorded voice to tell 
the company, “Too dark! Use flash!” Gothic 
Halloween vampire story or not, the audience 
still needs enough light to see the actors. 

In fact, that little voice giving necessary 
reminders - known in some circles as a dra- 
maturge (the University of Texas has several 
of them) - is a key component to what’s 
missing in this production. The main reason 
why there isn’t enough light may not have 
much to do with lighting designer Philip B. 
Richard II. It’s because the minimalist set 
(no designer credited) is constructed out of 
a series of platforms, and the levels are built 
too high for the Dougherty Arts Center stage. 
The actors have just enough light at stage 
level, but once they step up to the highest 
platform, they are left in shadow because the 
lights are focused two or three feet below 
their faces. One of the things a dramaturge 
does is ensure that folks are talking to one 
another when they plan these things. 

Another thing a dramaturge does is unify 
a play’s vision. The show’s creators have a 
split concept on their hands: Is this a tale of 
Gothic literature for the stage, adapted from 


the Bram Stoker novel? Or is it a theatrical 
homage to F.W. Murnau’s silent horror film 
by the same name? Those are two related 
but very separate things, each with its own 
concerns and aesthetic. This Nosferatu nails 
the filmlike makeup (designed by Amelia 
Turner) and costume (John F. Carroll, who 
also plays the lead role and co-directs) of 
vampire Count Orlock (Nicholas Kier). Several 
times throughout, Count Orlock is shown 
backlit against a scrim to give the audience 
the thrill of his creepy silhouette. But the 
film’s aesthetic influence becomes lost as 
the play tries to track its many short scenes 
of young men and women in peril shrieking, 
fainting, and squirming under the teeth of the 
undead Orlock. A dramaturge can step in and 
mention that within the story as adapted by 
Carroll and John W. Smith, there are seeds 
of complex thoughts about disease, religious 
symbolism, and the hefty sexual undertones 
of vampires in general. A dramaturge can help 
grow these seeds into something fruitful. 

Not to spoil the ending, but a dramaturge 
can also look up the meaning of the phrase 
“innocent maiden,” whose sacrifice can 
vanquish the monster. It does not mean a 
nice lady who has been happily married for 
some time. - Elizabeth Cobbe

How strange to find, in a city that’s long 
been saturated with a cloying flood of New 
Age treacle and redolent of breathing haz- 
ards born of smudge-sticks brandished 
by well-intentioned seekers whose college 
roommate’s mother’s best friend may or may 
not have been one-fourth Ojibwa, an exhibi- 
tion that seems not only capable of actual 
healing but that also rewards a less woo- 
woo sense of aesthetics. That will reward, 
we daresay, the most refined sense of aes- 
thetics and any art-loving eyes hungry for 
elegance, grace, and architectural integrity. 

Arismendi’s been working for years with 
delicate fabric, eventually framed or draped, 
as the field upon which to flower her excel- 
lently drafted drawings and paintings. She’s 
also worked with heavier, more industrial 
material that she cuts and shapes to suit 
the least industrial and most spiritual of pur- 
poses - not unlike that of her 2009 Art in 
Public Places homage to Cesar Chavez, Rayo 
de Esperanza - A Beacon of Hope, which 
ignites the night outside Austin’s Terrazas 
Branch Library. 

“Flutter” is preceded, in the small vesti- 
bule of the MACC gallery, by a brief array of 
Arismendi’s older, less airy works: painted 
figurative silhouettes intricately cut from 
sheets of thick aluminum, the painting of 
a stag beetle backgrounded by floral ele- 
ments. Then you walk into the main part of 
the gallery, and the ceiling of the enormous 
white room soars a dozen or so yards above 
your head to frame sun-streaming sky- 
lights. It’s like you’ve entered some hangar 
reserved for angels with the wingspan of a 
Boeing 747. What’s in this heavenly hangar 
could’ve been crafted by angels and per- 
fectly suits the stark expanse. 

Here’s the main installation: Love Reign 
O'er Me. Several frozen cascades of white 
Mylar shapes hang from the ceiling on trans- 


parent threads; the shapes are like those 
Victorian flourishes representing leaves and 
vines along the margins of Godey's Lady's 
Book, and they fall almost to the floor. A 
series of white concentric circles on that 
polished floor suggests that bits of the flour- 
ishes have already fallen and will continue 
to fall. In the midst of this static downpour 
of translucent beauty, grounded between 
circles, is a curved and narrow bed that 
you’re invited (it says so right on the nearby 
wall) to recline and relax upon. Do that, and 
you’re looking way up at the centerpiece of 
this massive yet delicate installation: a dan- 
gling swarm of translucent leaf-shapes upon 
which have been painted (in precise natural 
colors) various butterflies and the caterpil- 
lars thereof. Lie there for a few minutes, 
taking the beauty in, and, let me tell you, 
something is going to heal. 

There’s also Falling Tears, a similarly 
hanging installation that incorporates hun- 
dreds of Swarovski crystal teardrops sus- 
pended above a water-filled vessel that’s six 
feet across, and A thing that you need ... 
which glorifies the west wall of the gallery 
with a two-dimensional, cut-from-Lexan, gor- 
geously calligraphed work embodying that old 
chestnut about how every cloud has a silver 
lining. There’s no wink-nudge irony to this 
piece or any of the others on display; this 
and they are works of deep sincerity, ren- 
dered with technical expertise and a sense 
of design equal to those who make the cov- 
ers of the best books worthy of judging their 
insides by. If this show were an actual book, 
its cover would be designed by Chip Kidd 
and Marian Bantjes and just the sight of it 
would make the ghosts of Gandhi and Jesus 
and William Morris smile. A book of healing? 
We gladly recommend, especially as we’re all 
walking wounded on some level or another, 
that you check it out. - Wayne Alan Brenner

Earth Days 



D: Robert Stone. (NR, 90 min.) 

An informative and non- 
polemic look at the birth of 
the modern environmental 
movement and its various 
offshoots and key players, 

Earth Days is directed with a 

flawless eye and judicious craft by Oscar- 
nominated documentarian Stone (“Radio 
Bikini”). Intercutting archival footage with 
the recollections and musings of nine 
deeply knowledgeable ecology and envi- 
ronmental leaders from the good old days 
before the Greenland ice sheet and the 
North Pole were noticeably amiss, Earth 
Days is a wise and stoic counterpoint to, 
say, Michael Moore’s more incendiary, 
gallows-humoresques. Stone has lined 
up an impressive array of talking heads 
- Stewart Brand of The Whole Earth 
Catalog; biologist Paul R. Ehrlich, whose 
1968 book The Population Bomb blew 
the lid off of the pre-existing (and appar- 
ently permanent) notion of inexhaustible 
natural resources for all; activist Stephanie 
Mills, who caused a cross-campus stir with 
a commencement address in 1969 entitled 
“The Future Is a Cruel Hoax”; and Denis 
Hayes, organizer of the original Earth Day on 
April 22, 1970 - to sketch out the cultural 
and environmental backstory for those born 
after the Arab Oil Embargo of 1973 (which 
arrived three short years after President 
Richard M. Nixon, of all people, created the 
Environmental Protection Agency). Stone and 
his core interviewees touch on what all agree 
was almost certainly the single most impor- 
tant public-awareness coup in the history of 
the environmental movement: the 1962 pub- 
lication of Rachel Carson’s ecological wake- 
up call, Silent Spring. At the core, moral and 


otherwise, of the speakers here is former 
Secretary of the Interior (during the JFK/LBJ 
administrations) Stewart Udall, who, having 
survived the Great Depression and the post- 
World War II birth of America’s passionate 
love affair with asphalt and oil, calls himself 
a “troubled optimist ... hopeful for the future 
despite the recent past.” There is a decid- 
edly elegiac tone to Stone’s film, not quite 
doomsday funereal but nonetheless one that 
casts a vague pall over these early ecology 
warriors who so eloquently used - and con- 
tinue to use - words as their chief weaponry. 
Considering the environmental glass houses 
we’ve constructed around us, one comes 
away from Earth Days wondering if it’s not 
past time for some bricks to be slung, meta- 
phorical or otherwise. - Marc Savlov

AMELIA D: Mira Nair; with Hilary Swank, 

Richard Gere, Ewan McGregor, Christopher Eccleston, 

Mia Wasikowska. (PG, 111 min.) 

“When I was a little girl,” says Amelia 
(Swank) at the beginning of some anecdote 
cum inspirational story - and no sooner 
do those six little words leave her mouth 
than the violins bully their way in. Gabriel 
Yared’s score is all droopy strings in 
search of a melody, and this biopic suffers 
a similar malady: It traces the facts of the 
final 10 years of life for America’s most 
famous aviatrix, Amelia Earhart, but for all 
the high-flying camerawork, Nair’s pokey, 
predictable biopic never finds its true 
north. Yes, we all know how this ends, in a 
daring feat to “traverse the waistline of the 
world” (as one newsreel puts it) that goes 
horribly wrong, and Nair does a fine job 
of dramatizing the tension and then terror 
of those final hours in which Earhart and 
navigator Fred Noonan (Eccleston) tried in 
vain to pinpoint the Pacific Ocean’s tiny 
Howland Island for a crucial refueling stop. 
Curiously, it is in those final scenes of 
foregone conclusion that Amelia quickens 
its pulse; everything else in Ronald Bass 
and Anna Hamilton Phelan’s hackneyed 
script is writ so large you see it coming a 
mile away - those anecdotes cum inspi- 
rational stories, the wild animals of Africa 
(seen from Earhart’s cockpit) that become 
the belabored metaphor for her yearning 
for freedom, and a damned saintliness 
that hangs over Earhart’s every action and 
interaction, even her infidelities. The script 
renders her intellectual and moral com- 
plicatedness merely confusing: A scene 
in which she encourages her lover, the 
Svengali-like George Putnam (Gere), to feel 
free to dibble-dabble in other women is fol- 
lowed immediately by a scene of their nup- 
tials. Later, she will fall - inexplicably - for 
a fellow aeronautics junkie, Gene Vidal 
(McGregor, whose worst work is always 
done with an American accent). In casting 
these two great loves of Amelia’s life, Nair 
has settled on two of the slickest, most 
surface-skimming leading men - million- 
watt smiles, dead in the eyes - and they 
have a lot to do with Amelia's relentlessly 
phony feel, something Swank, who is quite 
good (and a dead ringer for the real thing), 
can’t make a dent in. In her past work, 
such as Monsoon Wedding and Vanity Fair, 
Nair has shown great talent for rooting out 
moments of subtlety in the spectacle - and 
her last film, the underseen The Namesake, 
was nothing but intimate interplay between 
characters. But only rarely does her Amelia 
feel human-scale: These are cardboard 
cutouts from a long-ago and far cornier era, 
rearranged scene by scene to imply lust, 
inner conflict, triumph, and grief. But most 
devastating to the film’s effectiveness is 
its inability to convey that one essential to 
the story of Amelia Earhart: the tangible 
pleasures of flying. - Kimberley Jones

THE HOUSE OF THE DEVIL 

D: Ti West; with Jocelin Donahue, Greta Gerwig, Tom 
Noonan, Mary Woronov, A.J. Bowen, Dee Wallace. (R, 95 min.) 

New York-based director West nabbed 
some online press not long ago when he 
attempted to have his credit removed from 
the sequel to Eli Roth’s Cabin Fever on the 
grounds that the film had been re-edited 
and partially reshot by others. (It should be 
noted that Austin actor Rusty Kelley has 
a role in Cabin Fever 2.) I haven’t had a 
chance to watch West’s sequel, but if it’s 
half as good as the slow-burning Eighties 
horror homage that The House of the Devil 
is, then color me interested (and blood red). 
West’s new film is a welcome, nerve-rattling 
anomaly in a year - okay, decade - in which 
effects-heavy/terror-lite remakes of a verita- 
ble Pandora’s box of Seventies and Eighties 
slasher flicks have both bedeviled filmgoers 
with fond memories of the originals and 
placated a new generation with pale, unnec- 
essary iterations of prior horror shows. The 
House of the Devil is an assuredly sinister 
and faithful recreation of late-Seventies/ 
early-Eighties horror that succeeds (mostly) 
in lulling the audience into thinking they 
know what’s going on - and with a title like 
this, why wouldn’t they? - before amping 
up the claustrophobic atmosphere and the 
overall suspense to Chinese-water-torture 
levels. It’s not a classic so much as it is 
a doppelganger; part of the film’s off-kilter 
surreality comes from its retro look, tone, 
cinematography, and even music. The open- 
ing titles - freeze-framed shots of coed her- 
oine Samantha (Donahue) accompanied by 
a louche guitar track that might’ve first been 
spawned on AM radio circa 1975 - com- 
pletely nail the whole milieu in moments. 
Looking for new digs (which she finds, cour- 
tesy of genre stalwart Wallace) but cash- 
poor, Samantha answers a mysteriously 
ringing pay phone on her campus and ends 
up taking a babysitting gig ... in he//! Well, in 
a really creepy house, anyway. Accompanied 
by her friend Megan (Gerwig, whose totally 
rocking hairstyle alone deserves its own 
sequel), Samantha finds herself overpaid 
and underworked in a most disturbing man- 
ner by the “parents,” played by Noonan 
(The Monster Squad) and Woronov ( Rock 'n' 
Roll High School). The perils of babysitting, 
heh, heh, heh, ensue. Some genre-based 
critics have reacted negatively to West’s re- 
creation of the past, but this is no pillage, 
plunder, and profit job. The House of the 
Devil shows a young director tapping into 
the very trippy psyche of a particular time 
and place in indie-horror history, and while 
it stumbles a bit toward its final shock, The 
House of the Devil is by far the freakiest 
and most unnerving shocker in theatres 
this season. - Marc Savlov

MICHAEL JACKSON’S THIS 

IS IT D: Kenny Ortega. (PG, 111 min.) 

Ever see a dream moonwalking? Well, I did. 
Michael Jackson’s posthumously released 
film about the preparations for his 50-concert 
comeback extravaganza is a strange creature 
indeed. Neither a true concert film nor a strict 
behind-the-scenes documentary, This Is It is, 
like Jackson himself, a real hybrid. It is primar- 
ily a rehearsal film made up of lots of grainy 
footage, which Ortega has edited together 
seamlessly, of the King of Pop practicing his 
performance and blocking out routines with 
the dancers and musicians. The footage was 
primarily captured for Jackson’s benefit alone, 
as a means for him to study his performance 
and the overall stage spectacle. Sure, some of 
it was certainly intended for use down the line 
as DVD extras and whatnot, as the obligatory 
footage of far too many dancers, singers, and 
stage personnel testifying about what an honor 
and dream it is to be working with the great 
Michael Jackson attests. However, the finished 
film is a fairly complete concert run-through 
with each song edited together from sev- 
eral rehearsals, creating an effect not unlike 
that in Chris Rock’s comedy performance 
film Kill the Messenger, which was edited 
together from shows in London, New York, and 
Johannesburg. None of the run-throughs are 
dress rehearsals, so we never see the show’s 
costuming. More important, however, is that 
we rarely witness Jackson giving 100%: He fre- 
quently comments that he is saving his voice 
and body for the actual performances. Jackson 
certainly can’t be faulted for this, but it’s ques- 
tionable whether he would really want his fans 
to see him thus. Don’t get me wrong: 60% of 
Michael Jackson is still a pretty good thing. 
Sometimes the performances even rise above 
that level, and we also get a good sense of the 
stage panorama envisioned by tour director 
and longtime Jackson collaborator Ortega. This 
is especially so for the new 3-D graveyard foot- 
age filmed for “Thriller” and the black-and-white 
footage filmed for “Smooth Criminal,” which 
inserts Jackson into scenes from such film 
noir classics as Gilda (the Gloved One, perhaps 
symbolically, catches the elbow-length glove 
Rita Hayworth tosses out at the end of singing 
“Put the Blame on Marne”) and The Big Sleep. 
Other times these vignettes cause This Is It 
to bog down, especially in the last half hour, 
when a sappy ecology film and poem appear. 
The most interesting aspect of This Is It is the 
chance to see Jackson, the noted perfection- 
ist, at work, correcting others’ dance moves 
without missing a beat himself and giving 
notes, sometimes revelatory and other times 
inscrutable, to his music director and others. 

As the opening credits say, this one is “for 
the fans” and will provide a fitting farewell for 
all those who are still not ready for him to 
moonwalk into the sunset. Some are bound 
to see only meretricious motives on behalf 
of the estate and the concert producers; 
inevitably, they will view This Is It as the 
floodgate opening for a presumed deluge of 
posthumous Jackson material. The rest will 
see Jackson, enervated not by drugs nor 
age but merely the diminished mechanics 
of rehearsal, and find the film to be a fit- 
ting elegy. - Marjorie Baumgarten

NO IMPACT MAN D: Laura Gabbert, 

Justin Schein. (NR, 90 min.) 

Author Colin Beavan, aka No Impact Man, 
was a newly converted environmentalist in 
2006 when he began the No Impact Project, 
in which he vowed to leave his liberal com- 
placency behind and adopt a lifestyle that 
aimed to create zero environmental impact 
on the Earth. It was to be a yearlong project 
and the source material for a planned book 
(No Impact Man: The Adventures of a Guilty 
Liberal Who Attempts to Save the Planet and 
the Discoveries He Makes About Himself and 
Our Way of Life in the Process, which was 
published this September and is one of 
the works featured at this weekend’s Texas 
Book Festival). The project also required the 
cooperation of his wife, Michelle Conlin, a 
journalist at BusinessWeek, and the couple’s 
not-yet-2-year-old daughter, Isabella. These 
New York City dwellers elected to abandon 
material consumption and buy nothing new 
over the course of the year, eat only food that 
was grown within a 250-mile radius of their 
home, compost their waste, and abandon 
automated transportation and get around 
by bike, foot, scooter, or stroller. Six months 
into the project, they turned off their electric- 
ity, which made for a fairly spartan home 
environment. What makes this documentary 
work is that the Beavan family is so rent- 
able. Though full of grand intentions, they are 
hardly saints, and we agonize with them over 
the disappointments and compromises they 
experience along the way. What does one do 
about all the flies in the apartment created 
by the compost box? How do you keep your 
baby’s milk from spoiling without a refrigera- 
tor? The Beavans’ day-to-day issues are the 
drama that keeps the film afloat. How can 
a journalist produce a cover story without a 
single cup of coffee (not allowed because 
no coffee beans are grown in the New York 
City area)? And for a vacation on an organic 
farm upstate, a train ride becomes allowable. 
Still, the documentary leaves a great many 
questions unasked. For example, what are 
the moral quandaries of having Good Morning 
America report on the project with their high- 
wattage cameras and vast publicity machine? 
Can a person take advantage of electricity, 
television, and book pulp to discuss one’s 
work while still remaining true to the ideals 
of creating zero personal waste? Beavan 
has received a lot of flak from observers on 
his website who regard him as a publicity 
monger, a self-deluded idiot, or worse. Yet, in 
the film, the only figure to address Beavan’s 
contradictions is the longtime activist, editor,

SAW VI D: Kevin Greutert; with Costas Mandylor,

By now, you either drool ingly await each 
Halloween for a new installment of this 
increasingly twisted (if possible) and continu- 
ing (more than probable) horror franchise or 
you wonder, like me, how long the producers 
and writers can keep coming up with such 
outrageously inventive ways to kill people 
without undergoing some weird karmic retribu- 
tion of their own. Suffice it to say, if you’re 
not already on this particular blood-drenched 
bandwagon - and after last year’s lousy but 
predictably titled Saw V, I’m frankly more off 
than on - then nothing any reviewer or even 
devoted fan is likely to say will sway you 
from your course. For fans, however, Saw VI 
is, pardon the pun, a cut above the rest but 
not, sadly, by much. The series setup: Jigsaw 
(Bell), a homicidal maniac with a warped 
moral sensibility who has been dead since 
Saw III, is still capturing ordinary people 
who’ve aggrieved him and forcing them to 
make life-or-death choices to secure their 
freedom. Nowadays, he’s using a proxy: his 
former nemesis, Detective Hoffman (Mandylor, 
returning), who is no less creative in his hell- 
ish ministrations to the objects of Jigsaw’s 
post-mortal wrath. The opening bloodbath 
alone, which provides a witty (if sticky) and 
literal take on the old “pound of flesh” bibli- 
cism, is, in terms of the series’ relentlessly 
downbeat and run-take-a-shower art design, 
as artfully constructed as anything that’s 
come before. This time, the writers (Marcus 
Dunstan and Patrick Melton) have given 
the viewers someone considerably more 
satisfying to root against, however: Jigsaw’s 
former health-insurance adjuster, William 
(Outerbridge), who in the past was respon- 
sible for denying a claim by Jigsaw that may 
have saved his life, or at least the lives of 
several dozen others. Enshrouding the whole 
gooey mess in the already blood-spattered 
surgical garb of the ongoing health care 
debate is a crafty move on the screenwriters’ 
part, but once you get past that pseudo-ironic 
touch, this Saw is no more or less disturbing 
than any other in the series. For those who 
are following along, there are some key rev- 
elations within the story (What’s in the box?!), 
but if you haven’t been paying rapt attention 
all along, then you’ll probably be more satis- 
fied pondering the mysteries of Pulp Fiction’s 
briefcase. - Marc Savlov

ASTRO BOY D: David Bowers; with the voices 
of Freddie Highmore, Nicolas Cage, Nathan Lane, 
Donald Sutherland, Kristen Bell, Eugene Levy, Bill Nighy, 
Samuel L. Jackson, Charlize Theron.

Osamu Tezuka’s pioneering Japanese manga 
and anime series about the coolest robot kid ever 
finally achieves Americanized big-screen status. 
Although something has been lost in the transla- 
tion, this Astro Boy remains true to the heart and 
soul of the original. Screenwriter Timothy Harris 
comes up with a few new twists on Tezuka’s origi- 
nal - most notably the nascent romance between 
Astro and plucky surface-dweller Cora (Bell) - and 
this Astro Boy moves along at least as snappily 
as its rocket-powered protagonist. But ultimately, 
Bowers’ take on the anime legend feels too 
indebted to the far superior The Iron Giant and 
over-streamlined in both story and animation. It’s 
a totally serviceable reboot for young people who 
are just discovering the joys of manga, but I can’t 
help but miss the raw animation and even rawer 
emotional aesthetics of Tezuka’s original televised 
anime series.

Yet 
these young lovers, despite the period’s garb and 
standards of decorum, could be a star-crossed 
couple from anywhere across the spectrum of 
human time. Also revelatory is Campion’s telling 
of this love affair from Brawne’s point of view. In 
addition to becoming another insightful Campion 
meditation on female sexuality (think The Piano 
and In the Cut), Bright Star helps restore Brawne’s 
historical reputation. Though Campion portrays 
their romance as chaste, the emotions and sensa- 
tions seem no less sensuous or voluptuous for it.

CAPITALISM: A LOVE STORY 

D: Michael Moore. (R, 120 min.) 

The aspects of Moore’s filmmaking that we 
have come to embrace over the years - the 
sloppy, sprawling voice of the court jester and 
self-appointed spokesman for the American 
people - are the very things that get him into 
trouble here. This time he tackles an entire “ism,” 
but the result is an unmethodical survey of a 
gargantuan topic. The film has a loosey-goosey 
structure that jumps all over the place showing 
examples of economic fallout in the United States. 
Capitalism, for Moore, is a national sin; he never 
investigates the international interrelatedness of 
the capitalist system. Late in the documentary, 
Moore declares: “Capitalism is an evil, and you 
can’t regulate evil. You have to eliminate it.” With 
this, he makes it clear that there is no amount 
of regulation or amelioration that will make the 
capitalist system acceptable to him, yet he recoils 
from using the “s” word: socialism. Instead, he 
substitutes the word “democracy” as his political 
solution to the human impulse toward greed. As if.

Before her name became synonymous with French 
couture, perfumes, and other luxury goods, Gabrielle 
Chanel was a girl of few prospects. Fontaine’s biopic 
of Chanel’s early years could be the biography of 
almost any upwardly mobile woman of the time. The 
film often calls to mind another 2009 film, Cheri, 
which is based on stories by Chanel’s contemporary 
Colette and is set among the world of courtesans 
and kept women. Mostly, however, we see Chanel 
as a dispassionate and aloof playmate who, despite 
her pluck, never finds the happiness she desires. 
Fontaine also shows Chanel’s individual sense of 
style as she strips off the frou-frou from dresses 
and hats and - voila - transforms articles of cloth- 
ing into visions that are uniquely hers. Tautou has 
long sought a role that might extricate her from 
permanent typecasting as the elfin charmer Amelie, 
and she has found such a character in Coco Chanel.

Vaughn 
also produces and, as the film’s top-lined star, 
plays the only happily married man in this story’s 
quartet of couples, who attend a weeklong couples 
retreat.

all, it’s a love story. Produced by Peter Jackson and 
directed by Blomkamp, much of District 9 is shot in 
a documentary, “you are here” style, and where you 
are is Johannesburg, a metropolis over which hovers 
a dead alien spacecraft of immense proportions. Its 
crew and occupants - thousands of them - have been 
packed into the sprawling refugee camp of the title. I’m 
hesitant to say more about the specifics of District 9 
because so many of this film’s wonders are best expe- 
rienced firsthand.

The G.l. Joes have come a long way from their start 
as all-American Hasbro action figures.

They also have high tech armored suits 
which allow the wearers to run faster and jump higher 
and be generally invulnerable. That’s good, because the 
elite squad has to do battle with nanomites, the secret 
weapon dispatched by an evil scientist/entrepreneur 
(Eccleston) that can destroy everything in its path.

Joe was not screened for critics, but that’s not because 
of its mindless action and nonsensical plot. It’s because 
G.l.

GOOD HAIR D: Jeff Stilson. (PG-13, 95 min.) 

Hair is personal. It’s also political. And it can be 
exceedingly expensive to maintain, especially if you’re 
among the millions of African-American women (and, in 
far fewer numbers, men) who have their hair straight- 
ened in a salon or auxiliaried with a weave. Chris Rock 
produced and co-wrote this documentary exploration of 
black hair and the booming industry that caters to it. 
The reedy comedian also appears on camera, affably 
interrogating everybody from Hollywood actresses to 
sketchy weave salesmen and the bantering clientele of 
a New York barbershop. Rock feigns like he’s impartial 
here, but it’s pretty obvious he’s aghast at the toxic 
chemicals required to straighten black hair - the look 
of which is repeatedly referred to by women in the film 
as “natural”; the examination of that paradoxical logic 
could fill another 90 minutes alone. Still, Rock never 
hectors; he makes his point, as befitting a crack come- 
dian, in quick barbs and cutaway looks to the camera.

Each generation gets the Michael Myers it 
deserves. Zombie’s grim but overdone 2007 series 
reboot - and this direct sequel, which picks up imme- 
diately after the events of the first do-over - recon- 
textualized Myers as the end result of white-trash 
parenting, the kind of kid-thing that might easily have 
been voted Most Likely to Re-Enact Columbine in his 
high school yearbook. Zombie’s Halloween II seems 
unnecessary; it has the rushed, nihilistic feel of a 
contractual obligation, and, while gorehounds will 
rejoice that the MPAA has apparently rescinded all 
previous bylaws regarding ultraviolence in American 
horror films (not a bad thing in itself), Zombie’s 
depressingly thorough re-examination/exsanguination 
of the Myers mythos is tailor-made for a generation 
weaned on first-person shooters, instantly acces- 
sible YouTube footage of war carnage, and steroid- 
enhanced wrestling.

INGLOURIOUS BASTERDS

As with puppies and nudity, you can never 
go wrong by sprinkling a whole mess of dead 
Nazis in your film, a truism that Tarantino takes 
to heart in this glorious mash-up of the war and 
vengeance genres. Divided into chapters a la 
Kill Bill, Inglourious Basterds weaves together 
multiple storylines which coalesce into a literally 
explosive finale that daringly rewrites history. 

Pitt is scabrous and full of earthy wit as Lt. Aldo 
Raine. His men, christened the “Basterds” by the 
Axis, are an all-Jewish squadron of bloodthirsty 
Nazi hunters who end up going head to head 
with the cunning and opportunistic Ubermensch, 
Col. Hans Landa (Austrian actor Waltz), aka the 
“Jew Hunter,” who may well be the best char- 
acter that Tarantino has ever written. For all its 
stylistic flourishes and interlocking storylines, 
Inglourious Basterds is, at its bullet-riddled core, a 
bloody good war movie, twisting and twisted and 
full of wordy shrapnel but no less kickass for it.

THE INVENTION OF LYING

The Invention of Lying, Gervais’ first feature 
film as a co-writer and co-director, is engaging and 
clever, if inconclusive. Gervais’ real accomplish- 
ment, oft-overlooked, is as an actor, in how he can 
embody characters on a sliding scale of unlikabil- 
ity and bring humanity to them again and again. 
His Invention of Lying character, Mark Bellison, is 
a self-described “chubby little loser,” an opinion 
he knows all about because in this alternate uni- 
verse, lies don’t exist and the truth is delivered 
regularly. Newly unemployed and snubbed by the 
woman of his dreams, Anna (Garner), for being 
a less-than-ideal “genetic partner,” Mark is star- 
ing into the abyss when he discovers, quite by 
accident, the world’s first lie.

EMINENT DOMAIN - THE 
GOVERNMENT MADE A LOW 
OFFER - WHAT NEXT? 

I rejected the low amount the government offered me for a portion 
of my property that they want to use to huild huge electric transmis- 
sion lines and towers. Now that I’ve rejected its offer, I’m not really 
sure what happens next. 

After the offer is rejected, the governmental entity (the 
condemnor) will file a lawsuit against the landowner to 
acquire the property rights it seeks. In Texas, the document 
the condemnor uses to initiate the lawsuit is called an 
“original petition.” Texas law requires the original petition 
to be filed in the county where the property is located. 

Rather than immediately launch into full-scale litiga- 
tion, the next step in the Texas condemnation process is 
for the parties to conduct a special commissioners’ hearing, 
which is presided over by three court-appointed commis- 
sioners. The special commissioners must be disinterested 
property owners who own property in the county where the 
condemnation takes place. Interestingly, the commissioners 
in most cases have no legal background or training, yet 
Texas law gives them considerable power to make an initial 
determination of the value of the condemned property. 

The burden generally falls to the condemnor to coor- 
dinate with the commissioners to set up the special com- 
missioners’ hearing. Texas law requires that each party 
be given written notice of the hearing date (no later than 
the 11th day before the day set for the hearing). In this 
informal administrative proceeding, both the condemnor 
and the landowner can put on evidence supporting their 
positions on fair market value. At the hearing’s conclusion, 
the special commissioners will issue a special commission- 
ers’ award, which sets out the commissioners’ independent 
opinion as to the value of the property. 

To claim possession of the property, the condemnor 
must then deposit the amount of the special commission- 
ers’ award into the registry of the court. The landowner has 
the option to withdraw the award. Once the special com- 
missioners’ hearing has been conducted, the condemnor 
(assuming compliance with various other requirements) 
may take possession of the property and begin construction 
of the project. 

It’s important to know that sometimes it may be best 
for a landowner to skip the special commissioners’ hearing 
altogether. Landowners should talk to experienced eminent 
domain lawyers before the special commissioners’ hearing 
process begins.

WHERE DOES ALL THE OIL GO? 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 2002 Nissan Altima that for the past six 
months has been losing oil at the rate of about a quart 
per month. I thought that it might be either leaking 
oil or burning oil. However, there are no drips under 
the car, and it recently passed emissions testing during 
inspection (I would have thought it would have failed if 
it was burning oil). Anyhow, Tm perplexed. What’s hap- 
pening to the oil? Otherwise the car runs fine, and the 
gas mileage is as it always has been. When the oil starts 
to get low, I notice a slight metallic fluttering sound in 
the engine. When I top off the oil, that goes away. Is this 
a sign of serious engine problems ? Thanks! - Mike 

RAY: For some people, losing a quart of oil a month 
is a serious engine problem. For my brother, losing a 
quart every 10 minutes is but a minor inconvenience. 

TOM: You’re burning the oil, Mike. If it’s not leak- 
ing, you’re burning it. Burning oil won’t necessarily 
cause you to fail an emissions test. Most emissions 
testers measure carbon monoxide, carbon dioxide, 
and unbumed gasoline. There’s no “engine turning to 
crap” oil-burning detector in the emissions tests yet. 

RAY: And that’s a lucky thing for you! Either your 
rings are shot (big, big money), or you have worn 
valve guide seals (medium money). 

TOM: The “metallic fluttering” sound you’re hear- 
ing is your engine suffering from oil deprivation. My 
guess is, it’s either the lifters collapsing, or it’s the 
timing-chain tensioner letting the chain slap against 
its cover - neither of which is good. 

RAY: So you have two choices, Mike: You can 
have your mechanic start taking apart the engine 
(and pray for bad valve guide seals), or you can keep 
a close eye on your oil level and just keep driving. 

TOM: That’s the option we thought you’d pick! 
If you decide to just keep driving it, from now on 
you have to learn to add the oil before you hear 
those noises. 

RAY: So step one is to check the oil more often. 
Once a week is good, for now. And check it in the 
morning, before you start the car. That way, you 
don’t even have to wipe off the dipstick. You just 
pull it out, have a look and go. 

TOM: Step two: Start adding oil when you’re half 
a quart low. That should keep those key parts from 
being deprived of the oil they need to work correctly. 

RAY: Finally, keep changing the oil regularly. A lot 
of people make the mistake of thinking that adding 
oil is a substitute for changing oil, but it’s not. In fact, 
when your engine is regularly running low on oil, the 
remaining oil is working even harder. Three quarts are 
doing the work of four. So that oil needs to be drained 
out and replaced more often rather than less often. 

TOM: The oil burning will eventually get worse, 
Mike. At some point, it’ll become unsustainable - 
unless you move to Saudi Arabia and drill your own 
backyard well. But if you’re careful, you probably can 
keep this car going for a good long time. Best of luck.
